THE WORK_OF CONGRESS. 


House Passes tho Pension Bill 


Without Amendment. 


The only big measure that has passed 


the national house at the present ses- 
sion of congress was the pension ap- 
propriation bill, which went through 
last Friday without amendment, after 
several days' discussion, during which 
the opponents of the existing civil ser- 
vice law took every occasion to assail 
that measure. The pension appropria- 
tion bill as passed carries $141.283.880. 


On Monday there was Introduced in 


the senate th? bill to establish the Na- 
tional Universi'y, which was originally 
urged by Prepid^nt Washington and 
which has !>een reoeatediy urged by 
succc-:'(lii:g presidents. 
The bill pro- 


vides for an institution of the highest 
possible type, in which neither sec- 
tarian or political preferences are to be 
allowed. An agreement was reached to 
take a vote on the Lodg-e immigration 
bill on Jar*. 17 next. The house did no 
public business on Monday beyond re- 
ceiving the report on the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation 
bill. 


On Tuesday the senate was in ses- 


sion but 15 minutes and the house only 
two hours. 
Thc-n both adjourned out 


of sympathy for President McKinley, 
who v.-as attending his mother's funeral. 
Senator Kyle introduced ablll to chance 
the immigration laws so that intending 
immigrants may be examined by our 
consuls abroad. 
House debated the 


legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation bill.

Our Minister to Persia Under the 


Cleveland Administration.

life. He was con- 
nected with ±he 
Lynchburg- Vir- 
ginian from 1850 
ALEX M'DONALD. until 1893> and as 


editor of the paper was well known to 
politicians throughout the Old Domin- 
ion. In 1891 he was elected to represent 
the Lynchburg district in the Virginia 
senate, and was a member of that 
body when appointed minister to Per- 
sia by President Cleveland. He vis- 
ited Europe on several occasions as 
United States commissioner. He wag 
sent to the Vienna exposition, and 
some years later to the Paris exposi- 
tion.

The only big measure that has passed 
the national house at the present ses­ 
sion of congress Xvas the pension ap­ 
propriation bill, which went through 
last Friday without amendment, after 
several days' discussion, during which 
the opponents of the existing civil ser­ 
vice law took every occasion to assail 
that measure. 
The pension appropria­ 
tion bill as pasFed carries $141,263,880. 


On Monday there was Introduced In 
the senate the bill to establish the N a ­ 
tional tTnlversi*y, which was originally 
urged by Pre?id<*nt W ashington and 
which has been reueatedly urged by 
succeeding presidents. 
The bill pro­ 
vides for an instltuilon of the highest 
possible type, in which neither sec­ 
tarian or political preferences are to bo 
allowed. An agreement was reached to 
take a vote on the Lodge immigration 
bill on Jan. 17 next. 
The house did no 
public business on Monday beyond re­ 
ceiving the report on the legislative, 
executive and

bill.

Tackling Locomotives and Things That 


Move Too Fast in Maine 


Though large moose are scarce in 


Maine, the few which survive seem to 
be doing the best they can to wreck 
the railroads and destroy all forms of 
property that are capable of motion. 
Last August an engine on the Maine 
Central railroad, in charge of Frank 
Brown, was met by a moose just out 
of Vanceboro, and after a brief but 
valiant battle the moose succumbed, 
though the train was delayed nearly 
an hour before the remains of the con- 
flict could be removed from the track. 
On October 5 the same engine, in 
charge of Engineer 
Gilbert, 
met 


another moose near Forest City and 
won again after a short conflict. 
A 


Maine Central freight engine was de- 
railed by an angry moose near Lincoln 
last September. 


While the Maine Central has a good 


record as a moose slayer, the Bangor 
& Aroostook probably has killed more 
game of this species than any other 
road in this country. 
George Gar- 


mon's train, which runs on alternate 
nights between Old Town and Cari- 
bou, has killed three moose and two 
deer and cut off the hindquarters of a 
two-year old bear. George Michaud's 
train on the same line has captured 
two moose and one deer. Tom Hag- 
gerty's train has killed one moose and 
one bear, and Charles York's has two 
moose and one caribou to its credit. 
There is hardly a train running to the 
Maine backwoods that does not kill 
more big game every year than the 
law allows a man to take. 


This year the bull moose seems to 


have got the suicidal mania in its 
worst form. 
Not only do they attack 


engines, but most of them seem in- 
clined to commit assault and battery 
upon any object that shows symptoms 
of life. Jared Sharp of Linnsens, Me., 
owns a windmill. It is on a low frame 
and earns its keep by sawing wood, 
churning butter, and thrashing grain. 
Last week while Mr. Sharp's hired 
man was grinding an axe by wind 
power an 800-pound moose came down 
unon the 
windmill, breaking off 


two 
fans, overturning the grind- 


stone, and badly scaring the hired 
man. After bringing all the machinery 
to a standstill the moose trotted back 
to the woods, trailing forty feet of six- 
inch belting from its antlers.—New 
York Sun.

A I'oiut of Honor With Them and Their 


FttinllicH to Be on Hand at the Time 
gut for Their Taking Off-Case of Walla 
Tonka, the Ball Flayer. 
Zack Mulhall, the most extensive 


farmer in the Indian Territory came 
up to St. Louis the other day on busi- 
ness connected with his stock inter- 
ests says a letter to the New York 
Suii. He left his 10,000 acres of 
wheat laud,much of which was planted 
in dollar wheat last season, to look 
after the sale of a lot of cattle, and in- 
cidentally to observe the movements 
of a stable of horses on which he 
has been making and losing money by 
turns for several months. While he 
was in St. Louis Colonel Zack, as 
nearly all the Southwest calls him, 
stopped talking about the farming fu- 
ture of his part of the world long 
enough to discuss the approaching ex- 
ecution of Walla Tonka, the Creek In- 
dian who has been going about the 
country as a member of a baseball 
team in face of the fact that he is un- 
der sentence of death, and may be ex- 
ecuted at any time in the district 
by the legal authorities. Walla Tonka 
•was released on parole in order that 
he might help to win a ball game at 
Kansas City against a team of college 
players that had long beeu a rhal of 
the Indian club of which Walla Tonka 
was an important player. 


Walla Tonka's situation did not 


seem odd to Colonel Zack. 
Indeed, 


he was astonished that a thing so 
commonplace to him should have beeu 
considered worthy of sending about 
the country as a piece of news. 
He 


said that it was a very common occur- 
rence among the Creek Indians for a 
man to receive a death sentence, and 
at the pleasure of the court resume 
regular duties and continue at them 
until the date of execution. On that 
day the convicted man, unaccompanied 
by an officer, never failed to be at the 
execution ground in good season to 
receive the death bullet. 
What was 


more remarkable, nobody of his kin 
ver interposed an objection. 
His 


squaw might shed a few tears over it, 
mi that was all. 


It seems-that there is some tradi- 


;ion that instructs the full-blood Indi- 
an along these extraordinary lines. 
There is a well-rooted belief that the 
buck who balks at the conditions im- 
posed upon him by the constituted au- 
ihority of the tribe is unfit to traverse 
he happy hunting grounds. 
So he 


walks alone to the place of execution, 
ELe chats with his friends, eats hearti- 
y, and if there is anything to drink, 
le drinks. There is a line of men, all 
sure shots, either with bows or with 
modern guns, and they point their 
weapons at him. But the shot does 
not come from any one of these, 
[here is, somewhere else, a sure-shot 
indiau who sends the fatal missile 
when the condemned man is not look- 
ing for it. 
Sometimes the gun is fired 


rom a tent, so that the relatives of 
.he dead Indian have no way of know- 
ing the identity of the executioner. 


Not so Very long ago there was a 


brave missing on the day of his exe- 
cution. Later he was found with a 
broken leg and half starved in a ra- 
vine. In trying to reach the execu- 
tion ground he was riding at a rapid 
gait across the country and his pony 
fell on the young Indian. 
When 


he was brought into the village there 
was a general suspicion among the 
enemies of his family that he was not 
clean strain, and that the breaking of 
8 leg was an intentional effort to es- 
cape punishment, 
whereupon 
the 


brave insisted upon a speedy resen- 
tence and execution. 
This followed 


at once, and with his broken leg the 
buck was led forward and shot. 


Colonel Zack Mulhall says that the 


Indians who were sentenced to death 
by hanging by the late Judge Parker, 
at Fort Smith, were never in the 
slightest degree affected by the fact that 
they were about to die. 
The fearless 


manner in which they went to the 
scaffold was proof of that. 
But they 


loathed the manner of death. 
They 


never felt a pride in going by the 
white man's strangulation route. 
To 


die by bullet or arrow is an honorable 
ending. Yet many an Indian dangled 
at rope's end by order of Judge Par- 
ker, who will one day be written down 
as one of the greatest ministers for 
good that the Southwest has ever had. 
He sent scores of men to the gallows, 
but the very rigor of his method, 
sometimes cruel to all appearances, 
tended to prevent crime in that wick- 
edest portion of the country. 


Probably no better proof of the 


Creek Indian's devotion to the tradi- 
tion of his people has ever been given 
than is furnished by an instance in 
which some circumstance or other 
kept a sentenced buck away from the 
execution ground when the time came 
for shooting. 
The young fellow was 


well liked in the tribe, and for that 
reason there was a great crowd pres- 
ent to witness his execution—a deli- 
cate compliment to the condemned 
man. 
The hour arrived and the In- 


dian was not there. One minute past 
the time he rnshed through the lines 
and took his place. 
There was a low 


grunt of approval from the assembled 
host. Rifles cracked and the young 
man fell dead. One minute later a 


young girl rushed forward, and, throw- 
ing herself across the body of the 
dead man, exclaimed that it was not 
the accused who had been shot, but 
his younger brother, who resembled 
him in many ways. She was the be- 
trothed of the dead man, and of 
course recognized him where the oth- 
ers, under the peculiar circumstances, 
did not. 
The younger brother, to 


preserve the honor of his people, and 
knowing that the condemned man 
could not or would not keep his faith, 
had rushed to take the absent one's 
place. Later the other man was duly 
executed, whether honorably or not 
cannot be told. 
This story is related 


by the Indians who do not as a rule 
speak on such subjects as death and 
justice and tradition. 


MAKING DELICATE 
WIRES. 


Some So Small That No Gauge Can Meas- 


ure Them. 


Gold wire is mentioned in connec- 


tion with the decoration the sacerdotal 
robes of Aaron, it is true, yet the 
oldest pieces of wire of which the 
world has any knowledge, says Science 
Sittings, is a specimen made by the 
Ninevites some 800 years B. C. Solid 
gold drawn wire is now practically 
unknown in the trade. However, gold 
wire is made in the following manner: 
Silver rods are coated with gold in 
proportion of 2 per cent, of gold to the 
wright of silver so be manipulated. 
When the gilding is performed the rods 
are about 1 3-4 inches in diameter by 
two feet six inches long and weigh 
about 400 ounces each. 
The two 


metals are then drawn down together, 
first through steel dies and afterward 
through drilled rubies or diamonds. 
The process of drilling the gems is 
kept a secret. 
A better idea of the 


minuteness of some of these borings 
may, 
however, be learned from the 


Eact, that the holes cannot be dis- 
cerned by the naked eye, and only by 
the aid of a magnifying glass can one 
be convinced that they really exist. 


For the manufacture of silver and 


silver gilt wires, the silver is sometimes 
bored out and internal copper rods in- 
serted, and they are then drawn to- 
gether. 
Wires as fine as a human 


liair, for example, .003 of an inch in 
diameter, and even finer, can be 
gauged by instruments termed "mi- 
lometers." The scales for weighing 
the gold coin at the mint are so ex- 
quisitely fine they can detect the most 
minute particle added to either side of 
;he balance. 
There are fine woven 


wire wire gauzes and cloth, some of 
which are made w ith as many as 40,000 
meshes to the square inch. 


The more delicate classes of wires 


find application in scientific instru- 
ments. 
So fine are these that it is 


difficult to get them measured;. t»ut the 
task has been accomplished, and plat- 
inum wire has been drawn to 1-7000 
of an inch, and to even greater fine- 
ness. Aluminum wire has been drawn 
as fine as 10,500 yards to the ounce, a 
size too fine to be practically measured 
by any gauge or instrument. 
While 


mentioning practical examples of fine- 
drawn wires, it may be stated that 
iron has been attenuated so that over 
two and a half miles in length only 
weighed one ounce. Again, twenty- 
four grains of gold has been drawn on 
a silver wire to a length of 120 miles. 


Street Oratory in New Tork. 


When one hears some rough, shirt- 


sleeved laborer explaining Ricardo's 
law of rent to a little crowd, or com- 
paring the French impot unique of 
about a century ago to Henry George's 
economic theory of the single tax of 
the present day, one realizes that- 
whatever other peculiar features these 
gatherings may have, they are not 
characterized by lack of brains and 
thought. 
When laughter or applause 


from some group indicates that a 
talker has scored a point attention is 
drawn his way. 
Men from nearer 


groups join that which surrounds him. 
This is his opportunity. 
Taking a 


deeper breath and expanding his 
chest, he raises his voice a trifle and 
gives it a more oratorical swing. Then 
he begins to use gestures, and his 
audience respectfully widens out to 
give him more room. For a while he 
holds its attention ;then perhaps there 
begins a disintegration, until he ends 
with only the original crowd about 
him; sometimes with less.—Illustrated 
American.

louse, says: "It is a large town, con- 
taining 60,000 inhabitants, built en- 
tirely of brick." I have heard of a 
man who was a "brick," bnt I never 
heard of a community entirely bnilt of 
brick. Doubtless 
they would be 


square and perhaps angular. There 
must be lots of corners, too, in Ton- 
louse. Albany is described in an old 
book as "a city of 8000 houses and 
20,000 inhabitants, with their gable 
ends to the street" Probably they 
were well "tilted." In these, how- 
ever, the sense is clear, although the 
construction is mixed. It is other- 
wise with the answer of the old lady 
to the question what she thought of 
one of her neighbors by the name of 
Jones. She said: "Why, I don't 
like to say anything about my neigh- 
bors, but as to Mr. Jones, sometimes 
I think, and then again I don't know; 
but, after all, I guess he'll turn out to 
be a good deal such a sort of a man as 
I take him to be."—Boston Traveler.

BELLICOSE MOOSE. 


T a ck lin g L ocom otives an d T h in g s T h a t 
M ove Too F a st in M aine 


Though large moose are scarce in 
Maine, the few which survive seem to 
be doing the best they can to wreck 
the railroads and destroy all forms of 
property that are capable of motion. 
Last August an engine 011 the Maine 
Central railroad, in charge of Frank 
Brown, was met by a moose just out I 
of Yanceboro, ancl after a brief but 
valiant battle the moose succumbed, 
though the train was delayed nearly 
an hour before the remains of the con­ 
flict could be removed from the track. 
On October 5 the same engine, in 
charge of Engineer 
Gilbert, met 
another moose near Forest City and 
won again after a short conflict. 
A 
Maine Central freight engine was de­ 
railed by an angry moose near Lincoln 
last September. 


While the Maine Central has a good 
record as a moose slayer, the Bangor 
& Aroostook probably has killed more 
game of this species than any other 
road in this country. 
George Gar­ 
mon’s train, which runs on alternate 
nights between Old Town and Cari­ 
bou, has killed three moose and two 
deer and cut off the hindquarters of a 
two-year old bear. George Michaud’s 
train on the same line has captured 
two moose and one deer. 
Tom Hag­ 
gerty’s train has killed one moose and 
one bear, and Charles York’s has two 
moose and one caribou to its credit. 
There is hardly a train running to the 
Maine backwoods that does not kill 
more big game every year than the 
law allowrs a man to take. 


This year the bull moose seems to 
have got the suicidal mania in its 
worst form. 
Not only do they attack 
engines, but most of them seem in­ 
clined to commit assault and battery 
upon any object that shows symptoms 
of life. Jared Sharp of Linnams, Me., 
owns a windmill. It is on a lowr frame 
and earns its keep by sawing wood, 
churning butter, and thrashing grain. 
Last week while Mr. Sharp’s hired 
man was grinding an axe by wind 
power an 8U0-pound moose came down 
upon the 
windmill, 
breaking 
off 
two 
fans, overturning 
the grind­ 
stone, and badly scaring the hired 
man. After bringing all the machinery 
to a standstill the moose trotted back 
to the woods, trailing forty feet of six- 
inch belting from its antlers.—New 
York Sun* 


Pullm an and tho Inventor. 


A few years ago, according to the 
I Boston Transcript, an inventor who 
had devised a new sleeping-car took 
his plans to Mr Pullman. 
The latter, 
after looking over them, .said: “There 
is an Idea there. 
I will give you 
$100,000 cash for your patents.” The 
inventor was a poor man and ho would 
not accept the terms. 
He said that if 
the idea was worth $100,000 to Pull­ 
man it was worth millions to him* 
The car was built and proved a finan­ 
cial failure, and it is believed that 
even to this day the inventor does not 
know where the “idea” was whose 
presence Mr. Pullman discerned in 
the working plans.

CREEKS 
WHO 
NEVER 
MISS THEIR 
ENGAGEMENTS TO BE SHOT. 


A P o in t of H on or W ith T liom and T h eir

T on k a, th o B a ll F la y er. 
Zack Mulliall, the most extensive 
farmer in the Indian Territory came 
up to St. Louis the other day on busi­ 
ness connected with his stock inter­ 
ests says a letter to the New York 
Sun. 
He left his 10,000 acres of 
wheat laud,much of which was planted 
in dollar wheat last season, to look 
after tho sale of a lot of cattle, and in­ 
cidentally to observe the movements 
of a stable of horses on which he 
has been making and losing money by 
turns for several months. 
While he 
was in St. Louis Colonel Zack, as 
nearly all the Southwest calls him, 
stopped talking about the farming fu­ 
ture of his part of the world long 
enough to discuss the approaching ex­ 
ecution of Walla Tonka, the Creek In­ 
dian who has been going about the 
country as a member of a baseball 
team in face of the fact that he is un­ 
der sentence of death, and may be ex­ 
ecuted at any time in the district 
by the legal authorities. Walla Tonka 
was released on parole in order that 
he might help to win a ball game at 
Kansas City against a team of college 
players that had long been a rival of 
the Indian club of which Walla Tonka 
was an important player. 


Walla Tonka’s situation did not 
seem odd to Colonel Zack. 
Indeed, 
he was astonished that a thing so 
commonplace to him should have been 
considered worthy of sending about 
the country as a piece of news. 
He 
said that it was a very common occur­ 
rence among the Creek Indians for a 
man to receive a death sentence, and 
at the pleasure of the court resume 
regular duties and continue at them 
until the date of execution. 
On that 
day the convicted man,unaccompanied 
by an officer, never failed to be at the 
execution ground in good season to 
receive the death bullet. 
What was 
more remarkable, nobody of his kin 
ever interposed an objection. 
His 
squaw might shed a few tears over it, 
but that was all. 


% 
It seems »that there is some tradi­ 
tion that instructs the full-blood Indi­ 
an along these extraordinary lines. 
There is a well-rooted belief that the 
buck who balks at the conditions im­ 
posed upon him by the constituted au­ 
thority of the tribe is unfit to traverse 
the happy hunting grounds. 
So he 
walks alone to the place of execution, 
He chats with his friends, eats hearti-

ly, and if there is anything to drink, 
he drinks. 
There is a line of men, all 
sure shots, either with bows 01* with 
modern guns, and they point their 
weapons at him. 
But the shot does 
not come from any one of these. 
There is, somewhere else, a sure-shot 
Indiau who sends the fatal missile 
when the condemned man is not look­ 
ing for it. 
Sometimes the gun is fired 
from a tent, so that the relatives of 
the dead Indian have no way of know­ 
ing the identity of the executioner. 


Not so Very long ago there was a 
brave missing 011 the day of his exe­ 
cution. 
Later he was found with a 
broken leg and half starved in a ra­ 
vine. 
In trying to reach the execu- 
| tion ground he was riding at a rapid 
j gait across the country and his pony 
fell on the young Indian. 
When 
he was brought into the village there 
was a general suspicion among the 
enemies of his family that he was not 
clean strain, and that the breaking of 
a leg was an intentional effort to es­ 
cape punishment, 
whereupon 
the 
brave insisted upon a speedy resen­ 
tence and execution. 
This followed 
at once, and with his broken leg the 
buck was led forward and shot. 


Colonel Zack Mulliall says that the 
Indians who Avere sentenced to death 
by hanging by the late Judge Parker, 
at Fort Smith, were never in tho 
slightest degree affected by the fact that 
they were about to die. 
The fearless 
manner in which they went to the 
scaffold was proof of that. 
But they 
loathed the manner of death. 
They 
never felt a pride in going by the 
white man’s strangulation route. 
To 
die by bullet or arrow is an honorable 
ending. 
Yet many an Indian dangled 
at rope’s end by order of Judge Par­ 
ker, who will ono day be -written down 
as one of the greatest ministers for 
good that the Southwest has ever had* 
Ho sent scores of men to the gallows, 
but the very vigor of his method, 
sometimes cruel to all appearances, 
tended to prevent crime in that wick­ 
edest portion of the country. 


Probably 110 better proof of the 
Creek Indian’s devotion to the tradi­ 
tion of his people has ever been given 
than is furnished by an instance in 
which some circumstance or other 
kept a sentenced buck away from the 
execution ground when the time came 
for shooting, 
The young fellow was 
j well liked in the tribe, and for that 
reason there was a great crowd pres­ 
ent to witness his execution—a deli­ 
cate compliment to the condemned 
man. 
The hour arrived and the In ­ 
dian was not there. 
One minute past 
the time he rushed through the lines 
and took his place, 
There was a low 
grunt of approval from the assembled 
host. 
Rifles cracked and the young 
man fell dead, 
One minute later a 


young girl rushed forward, and, throw­ 
ing horself across tho body of the 
dead mail, exclaimed that it was not 
the accused who had been shot, but 
his younger brother, who resembled 
him in many ways* 
She was tho be­ 
trothed of the dead man, and of 
course recognized him where the oth­ 
ers, under the peculiar circumstances, 
did not. 
The younger brother, to 
preserve the honor of his people, and 
knowing that the condemned man 
could not or would not keep his faith, 
had rushed to take the absent one’s 
place. 
Later the other man was duly 
executed, whether honorably or not 
cannot be told. 
This story is related 
by the Indians who do not as a rule 
speak on such subjects as death and 
justice and tradition. 


WAKING DELICATE WIRES. 


Som e So S m a ll T h a t N o G auge Can M eftl* 


uro T h em . 


Gold wire is mentioned in connec­ 
tion with the decoration the sacerdotal 
robes of Aaron, it is true, yet the 
oldest pieces of wire of which tho 
world has any knowledge, says Science 
Siftings, is a specimen made by the 
Ninevites some 800 years B. C. Solid 
gold drawn wire is now practically 
unknown in the trade. However, gold 
wire is made in the following manner: 
Silver rods are coated with gold in 
proportion of 2 per cent, of gold to the 
wright of silver so be manipulated. 
When the gilding is performed the rods 
are about 1 3-4 inches in diameter by 
two feet six inches long and weigh 
about 400 ounces each. 
The two 
metals are then drawn down together, 
first through steel dies and afterward 
through drilled rubies or diamonds. 
The process of drilling the gems is 
kept a secret. 
A better idea of the 
minuteness of some of these borings 
may, however, be learned from the 
fact, that the holes cannot be dis­ 
cerned by the naked eye, and only by 
the aid of a magnifying glass can one 
be convinced that they really exist. 


For the manufacture of silver and 
silver gilt wires, the silver is sometimes 
bored out and internal copper rods in­ 
serted, and they are then drawn to­ 
gether. 
Wires as fine as a human 
hair, for example, .003 of an inch in 
diameter, and even finer, can be 
gauged by instruments termed “mi­ 
crometers.” 
The scales for weighing 
the gold coin at the mint are so ex­ 
quisitely fine they can detect the most 
minute particle added to either side of 
the balance. 
There are fine woven 
wire wire gauzes and cloth, some of 
which are made with as many as 40,000 
meshes to the square inch. 


The more delicate classes of wires 
find application in scientific instru­ 
ments. 
So fine are these that it is 
difficult to get them measured; but the 
task has been accomplished, and plat­ 
inum wire has been drawn to 1-7000 
of an inch, and to even greater fine­ 
ness. Aluminum wire has been drawn 
as fine as 10,500 yards to the ounce, a 
size too fine to be practically measured 
by any gauge or instrument. 
While 
mentioning practical examples of fine­ 
drawn wires, it may be stated that 
iron has been attenuated so that over 
two and a half miles in length only 
weighed one ounce. 
Again, twenty- 
four grains of gold has been drawn on 
a silver wire to a length of 120 miles. 


S treet O ratory in N ew York* 


When one hears some rough, shirt­ 
sleeved laborer explaining Ilicardo’s 
law of rent to a little crowd, or com­ 
paring the French impot unique of 
about a century ago to Henry George’s 
economic theory of the single tax of 
the present day, one realizes that 
whatever other peculiar features these 
gatherings may have, they are not 
characterized by lack of brains and 
thought. 
When laughter or applause 
from some group indicates that a 
talker has scored a point attention is 
drawn his way. 
Men from nearer 
groups join that which surrounds him. 
This is his opportunity. 
Taking a 
deeper breath and 
expanding his 
chest, he raises his voice a trifle and 
gives it a more oratorical swing. Then 
he begins to use gestures, and his 
audience respectfully widens out to 
give him more room. 
For a while he 
holds its attention;then perhaps there 
begins a disintegration, until he ends 
with only the original crowd about 
him; sometimes with less,—Illustrated 
American.

must be lots of corners, too, in Tou­ 
louse* 
Albany is described in an old 
book as “ a city of 8000 houses and 
20,000 inhabitants, with their gable 
ends to the street,” 
Probably they 
were well “ tilted.” 
In these, how­ 
ever, the sense is clear, although the 
construction is mixed. 
It is other­ 
wise with the answer of the old lady 
to the question what she thought of 
one of her neighbors by the name of 
Jones, 
She said; 
“ Why, I don’t 
like to say anything about my neigh­ 
bors, but as to Mr. Jones, sometimes 
I think, and then again I don’t know; 
but, after all, I guess he’ll turn out to 
be a good deal such a sort of a man as

gem pans and bake fifteen minutes in 
a quick oven.

Beat together three tablespoonfuls ol 
sugar and three eggs, add one cupful 
of cold milk, then the contents of the 
saucepan. 
Pour into cups, set in a 
deep pudding dish and pour around 
them sufficient hot water to reach a 
little more than half-way up the sides 
of the cups. 
Place in a slow oven 
and cook until firm in the centre; test 
by putting in the point of a knife 
blade; if done it should come out 
clean.

TREATMENT OP FROZEN TliANTS. 


“ When tho days begin to lengthen, 
the cold begins to strengthen,” is an 
old weatherwise saying which is so 
true that often the window plants 
which have come through December I may be made the more profitable with 
unscathed will be frozen in January, 
writes “S. C.” When one rises in the 
morning to find them ill such plight 
making up the fire and warming the 
room as soon as possible will be fatal 
to all but tho most hardy. 
On the 
other hand, if they are removed to a 
closet or the cellar and allowed to 
tbaw gradually in the dark, many of 
them will be injured .very little. 
I 
have frequently had geraniums come 
through the ordeal none the worse for 
it. 
Mauy persons cut the plants down 
at once, when they have been frosted, 
but this is not necessary with geran­ 
iums or shrubby plants, ns they will 
usually put forth new leaves in a short 
time. 


Begonias thrive better than most 
plants in the warm air of the sitting 
room, and hence are favorite plants 
for the window garden, but they are 
very btisceptible to frost. 
A few va­ 
rieties, the Vernon and Weltoniensis 
among them, will sprout up from the 
roots alter being frozen down, but my 
experience with other kinds has been 
that it is useless to try to save them in 
such a case. 


Last winter 7. had hyacinths in full 
bloom frozen one very cold night. 
The hyacinth before it flowers will 
bear considerable freezing, 
but it 
seemed scarcely possible to save the 
waxen bells of the flower spike. How­ 
ever, they went into the wroodbox as 
soon as its contents had been emptied 
into the stove.

The Abbottstcwn Fire. 


As briefly announced last week, Ab- 


bottstown was visited by a fire, Thursday, 
that created great excitement, aiid icsult- 
ed in the loss of two bains, belonging to 
W. W. Hafer and Mrs. Wm. Bittinger. 


About 8 o'clock fire was discovered in 


the large frame stable of W. W. Hafer, 
at the rear of his handsome residence on 
Centre Square. The town was soon in a 
high state of excitement, and a bucket 
brigade was formed, which did effective 
work. The flames were also played upon 
by Mr. Hafer's hose,he having a reservoir 
in the Pigeon Hills, and pipes conveying 
the water into the town. In spite of the 
hard work of the citizens, both men and 
women, the fire rapidly gained headway, 
and other frame barns being adjacent, a 
destructive conflagration was threatened. 
Word was therefore scut to Hanover for 
assistance. Superintendent Scott, of the 
W.M. 11. R., at ouce offered to furnish a 
special train, and at 9 45 the fire alarm 
was sounded. The firemen responded at 
once, and shortly after 10 o'clock, the spe- 
cial train, containing the Hanover fire en- 
gine and firemen, was on its way to Ab- 
bottstown, and in one hour after the 
sounding of the alarm, the Hanover fire- 
men were fighting flames at Abbottstown. 


When they arrived, the barn of Mr. 


Hafer and that of Mrs. Wm. Bittinger 
adjoining were in ashes, and the frame 
ice house of Mr. Hafer, near his home, 
was burning briskly. Several wells were 
soon exhausted by the steamer before the 
supply of water could be had, but before 
noon the fire was under control. Water 
was also obtained from a dammed up 
stream near by. At one time, there was 
no hope of saving the Hafer mansion or 
the well-known Kobler hotel property 
adjoining on the Square. The furniture 
was carried from these dwellings, some 
being placed in the Reformed church, 
across the Square, and some in the street. 


While the origin of the fire is not 


definitely known, it is supposed to have 
started in the hostler's room in the 
Hafer stable, from an overheated stove. 
Hafer's loss oil buildings and contents, 
was about $4,500; insurance $1200 
On 


Mrs. Bittinger's stable $300; fully insur- 
ed. Mrs. Kobler's barn was damaged to 
the amount of $200. The Hanover Fire 
Co., before they left Abbottstown were 
served with a bountiful dinner at Alt- 
land's hotel. 


The fire company was presented with a 


check for $50 by Mr. Hafer, for the time- 
ly service it rendered. 


Held For Court. 


The hearing of Mrs. Julian C. Face, 


Alias Shumau, alias Small, of near this 
place, charged with perjury and bigamy 
and Lewis C Face, charged with know- 
ingly marrying the wife of another man, 
took place before Justice Sell, at Hano- 
ver, Saturday aftemoon. The witnesses 
were 'Squire Lilly,of McSherrystown,Mr. 
Young, Deputy Clerk of the Courts, of 
York, D. H. Wonder and W. W. Smeach. 
The evidence showed that last February 
Face went to 'Squire Lilly and asked for 
an application for a marriage license, 
saying that his intended wife's husband 
was yet living. 'Squire Lilly told him 
not to marry, as they both would get into 
trouble. March 1st the couple went to 
'Squire Wonder's office, and took out an 
application for license, not saying that 
John Shuman was yet living, the woman 
giving her name as Julia C. Small. The 
license was obtained and March 3rd they 
were married. Both Lewis Face and Ju- 
lian Face were held to aw ait the action of 
the York county Grand Jury. In default 
of bail Face was committed to jail. Mrs. 
Face gave bail for her appearance at 
court. 


'Death of Mrs- Haar. 


Mrs. Lydia, wife of Emanucl Haar, 


died at her home on Peters struct, this 
place, on Friday night, aged 04 years, 4 
months aud 27 days, after an illness of 
only four days from piuumoiiin. Mrs. 
Hnar was a lady of most excellent traits 
of character, and her death leaves a va- 
cancy in her circle of friends that will bo 
hard to fill. Her remains were buried in 
the New Oxford Cemetery on Monday 
morning, after which services held in the 
Lutheran church, of which she was a life- 
long and faithful member, the pastor, 
Rev. Ferdinand Hesse, being assisted by 
Rev. R. II. Clare, of Abbottstown, a 
former pastor. Peace to her ashes. 


(Death at Littlestown. 


Joseph Kuhn, a native of Littlestown, 


and residing with his mother on North 
Queen Street, died unexpectedly Friday 
morning, about 2 o'clock. The cause of 
his death was pneumonia, pleurisy and 
heart disease. He was building a fine 
residence at the end of East King Street, 
was just finishing it and expected to oc- 
cupy it with mother as soon as completed, 
and it is supposed he caught a severe cold 
theie. Only a few days ago he was seen 
on the street. For a number of years he 
was one of the chief clerks at one of the 
first hotels in New York City but owing 
to an attack of indigestion he came to 
Littlestown to recuperate. Mr. Kuhn 
was about 50 years of age and leaves a 
large circle of friends, who mourn his un- 
expected demise.—Independent.

J. Lawyer, H Cady, Dr. J. B, Colgrove, 
Wm. B. Thomas, Herbert Shriver, J. A. 
Shorb and J. Cotton Smith. Dr. J. B. 
Colgrove, of Washington, was elected 
president; T. Herbeit Shriver, of Union 
Mills, vice-president; H. A. Cady, of 
Washington, secretary and Wm. Thomas, 
of Westminster, treasurer, The contract 
to build the road was awarded to a New 
York construction company, which has 
given bond and will begin work at once. 
The contract stipulates that the construc- 
tion of the road shall commence within 
the next sixty days and be completed in 
fourteen months. 
An agreement was 


also entered into with the Gettysburg 
Electric railroad, and that road will be 
merged into the Washington, Westmin- 
ster and Gettysburg railroad. Major R. 
M Venable, of Baltimore, is counsel for 
the road.

thoso who live active lives out-of-doors. 
♦ * • The potato provokes our great 
national ailment, dyspepsia, and the 
«ooner the consumption of the mealy 
tuber begins tho sooner will the dread 
fangs of the dyspepsia appear. 


Dr, Bdson in a rejoinder to Mr. Speed 
writes: I must quito agree with Mr. 
Speed in his condemnation of the pota­ 
to. I am sorry to have to say anything 
against the humble tuber, but the truth, 
especially when it is scientific, and 
more especially medico-scientific, must 
be told. It is certain no one can at all 
times eat the potato with the assurance 
that it will do him no harm. * * * 
The practice of feeding potatoes to in« 
fants and young children cannot be too 
severely condemned. 
A potato diet 
may not kill them outright at once, but 
it is certain to injure their dlgestlvo 
organs permanently and effectually, so 
as to make their lives a burden to 
themselves and those who are brought 
in contact with them. Dr. Edson also 
contends that the potato Is very defi­ 
cient in nutritive qualities, and has less 
value ris an article of food than most 
other vegetables and cereals. 


Mrs. Roror writes: I am not a po­ 
tato prohibitionist, but I firmly believe 
that potatoes should be served only 
with strongly-concentrated nitrogenous 
food, such as roasted beef, or, for the 
vegetarian, with beans, peas or lentils.

W a te r Scoop A cc id e n t. 


The accident to the water scoop on 
the New York Central’s locomotive 
which prevented the Empire State ex­ 
press from making a record, says the 
New York Mail and Express, recalls the 
first experience of the officials of that 
road with that device. 


General Manager Toucey and Super­ 
intendent of Motive Power Buchanan 
undertook to try the method, and the 
latter agreed to run che locomotive on 
the occasion of the test, while the for­ 
mer was to stand at a point where the 
water trough Degan, so as to enable the 
fireman to drop the scoop at the right 
time. 
Mr. Buchanan moved his en­ 
gine along, and when that point of the 
track was reached abreast of Mr. 
Toucey the scoop was lowered. Instead 
of scooping up water the device tore 
up the ground and created a small- 
slzed sensation among the onlooking 
officials. It was afterward discovered, 
on Investigation, that the scoop work­ 
ed all right, but that Mr. Toucey had 
Inadvertently moved down the track 
and forgot to return to his assigned 
point. 
Mr. Buchanan subsequently 
tried the scoop again, but he took pains 
that it was dropped at the right time. 


Another Instance of a similar nature 
(s recalled of an inquisitive yardmaster 
of an Eastern line who wanted to see 
how a water scoop worked and got on 
the blind end of a baggage car next 
the tender to make his observations.

In the .life of every man—at leas 


of every man who really has known 
the true meaning of life—will be 
found a dead wall in which there i 
no open door. Behind that wall an 
written the things of which, perhaps 
he may be neither ashamed noi 
afraid to have the world know, bu 
any knowledge of which he yet -nil 
admit only to his own heart. 


Erbeson had known life, so it is 


not strange that in his life was such 
dead wall. Early in my acquaintance 
with the man it came to me to know 
that there were certain things abou- 
which I mttst not question him. Al- 
though he was one of the most genia 
and affable of men, oiie ^ horn, through 
years of close companionship. I grew 
to know and value as n friend and to 
love as a brother—to know as one who 
placed more than an empty meaning 
upon the word "friend"—I found 
that he would not brook, even from 
me, any prying queiy as to the years 
of his younger manhood. 


We were gold-hunters by profes- 


sion. A tine, free, adventurous life it 
is, Avhich lets one see every nook and 
corner of this round world, to know 
its hopes and fears, its joys and sor- 
rows, the enthusiasm of hope and the 
rapture of expectation fulfilled, 
as 


well as the darkness and disaster of 
dread despair. 
Bich today, and to- 


morrow too poor to own a place where- 
in to lay one's head, it is not a bad 
life for a man ivho is filled \\ith the 
wine of youth; but it is not a life for 
a married man, unless one is born 
under a fortunate star that makes him 
certain of luck wherever he goes. 


It was early in our companionship 


wlieu I learned that Erbeson had a 
•wife,and it was at once matter of sur- 
prise for me that he did not abandon 
such a roving career as our occupation 
forced upon us and settle down to the 
quiet life of the home. It is true, 
from my point of view, he would have 
missed much by so doing. For the 
freedom of that life gets into one's 
blood, and a man who has known it 
cannot well brook restraint or be 
hedged within narrow bounds. 


But Erbeson was no longer master 


of his fate, as I was, and he could af- 
ford the home, for he was the luck- 
iest gold-hunter I ever knew. But 
this same luck made him able to take 
his -wife with him wherever he jour- 
neyed and to establish her in quar- 
ters made comfortable and enriched 
with all that love and liberality could 
suggest.

Erbeson 
lad listened, but had, after all, ap- 
sarently not been sufficiently inter- 
ested to take part in the talk.

hat night, when Ave were alone upon 
he deck, with only the shimmering 
;ea and the sparkling stars and the 
glorious, Avonderful Southern Cross 
Beaming aboA-e to make us knoAv we 
vere still in and a part of the world, he 


AV his steamer chair up nearer mine 


and, taking his pipe from his lips and 
mocking the ashes out upon the deck, 
1 egan quietly and without preface as 
allows: 


"The strangest thing I ever knew 


n these -waters,'' he said—(I started 


this, for I did not know he had 


ever been in the South Pacific before, 
except on a single voyage AVC had made 
together to Australia) — "happened 
just about Avhere we are now. I was 
in command of a schooner that had 
been cruising for a couple of months 
along these islands, picking up what 
Ave could in the way of spoil from the 
natives and perhaps not observing too 
closely the laws which govern trade 
and barter among civilized peoples. 
We had made a fairly profitable cruise 
and had gathered up some stuff, not 
of such great value in itself, but of a 
sort that is exchangeable for coin of 
the realm in the rich ports, and were 
about making for Honolulu to dis- 
charge our cargo.

frightened by lead foil has long been 
recognized, but it is rather discourag- 
ing to add one more to the number of 
the1 se culprits. Ed. Stich of Nauheim, 
reports that a box someAvhat Avorm 
eaten Avas lined Avith lead. 
After 


aAvhile holes one-eighth of an inch in 
diameter, and distinctly spiral, Avere 
noticed, and traced to the beetle 
Tetropium luridum, Linn., which was 
not yet on the list of lead eaters, or 
rather lead destroyers. 
A cousin of 


this insect has been knoAvn to be de- 
structive to lead chambers. There are, 
unfortunately, many insects and ani- 
mals devoid of that sense for the sacred 
rights of property Avhich A\ e expect of 
everybody but ourselves. 


The most important feature of the 


present Anglo-Egyptian expedition 
against the Mahdi is the successful 
sinking of Avells in the desert betAveen 
Wady-Halfa and Abu-Hamed. 
The 


presence of Avater at such a distance 
from the Nile has never been suspected, 
either by Europeans or natiA-es, and 
bids fair to revolutionize not only the 
desert tribes, but the entire conditions 
of desert life. Indeed, the problem, 
of conA-erting the great African des- 
erts into fertile territory seems to be 
at length in a fair way toAvard solution, 
not by means of letting in the sea, as 
proposed by Count de Liesseps, but by 


j the sinking of Avells. Water is evi- 


dently to be found everywhere in the 
African deserts, provided one digs 
deep enough. 


Keep Snakes as Pets. 


"There is a pet snake in nearly 


every house in Brazil," said a Chica- 
goan who has returned from a journey 
through that country. "They keep 
them just as we do cats or clogs, and, 
indeed, for much the same purpose, 
using them to kill the rats at night. 
The snakes are a species of boa from 
ten to fifteen feet long, and are per- 
fectly harmless to mankind, while they 
are quite affectionate and, like cats, 
become attached to the house where 
they are kept. These snakes are sold 
in the markets, -where I bought one 
that died on the voyage from Bio Jan- 
eiro to New York. 


"A scientist, to whom I spoke of 


these snakes, told me that no snakes 
are really dangerous to man. He said 
that never had a snake attacked a man 
unless the man had first attacked it. 
The reptile is defensive, but not offen- 
sive, and has no desire to pick a quar- 
rel. 
But if you tread on a snake the 


thing cannot know that your inten- 
tions are not inimical to your welfare. 
So I always avoid snakes."—Chicago 
Times-Herald. 


Saw His Heart Beat. 


Last November,' James Hall, a 


j young man at Shelbyville, Ind., while 
hunting, accidentally discharged his 
shotgun Avhile the barrels Avere resting 
in an oblique position across the left 
breast. The result of the accident 
was that the flesh and the ribs cover- 
ing the chest cavity were torn away, 
exposing to full A'iew the pericardium, 
revealing the motion of the heart. 
The physieans who were first called 
said Hall would die in a few hours. 
Another physician from this city was 
called and saved his life. To cover 
the hole Avhere the ribs and flesh 
were shot away a silver plate was 
fastened to the ends of the exposed 
ribs- 
Skin-grafting did the rest. 


Hull at that time was sixteen years 
old and possessed of a wonderful 
physique. His case is the second one 
on record where a man saw his own 
heart beat and lived to tell the story. 
The leading medical publications of 
this country and Europe secured de- 
tailed accounts of the case and the 
treatment. 


Hall had always been a pretty good 


kind of a boy, bnt there were bet- 
ter ones. He faced death with cour- 
age. 
During his 
long 
sickness 


his disposition seemed to undergo 
a change, and now he has signified 
his intention of becoming a minister. 
His parents are poor, but they have 
managed to secure some money, and 
he is now ready to start to college.— 
Indianapolis News.

The Ink Bacillnn. 


An interesting discovery was recent- 


ly made at Leipzig, namely, the ink ba- 
cillus, as it has been named. 
It has 


often happened that dangerous blood 
poisoning has been caused by wound- 
ing one's self with an inky steel pen. 
In Professor Marpman's bacteriologi- 
cal institute they have succeeded in 
finding the micro-organism in ink 
which excites the blood. It has been 
ascertained that many inks, particu- 
larly school inks, contain bacteria. 
Out of fifty-seven different kinds— 
most of them made with gall—the ma- 
jority contained bacteria. School inks 
colored with an aniline dye, even 
though the bottle had only just been 
opened, contained the micro-organisms 
already mentioned, and tbe number 
of bacilli was the greater the longer 
the ink had been exposed to the air. 
From such an aniline ink, which had 
been in an open inkstand for three 
months, a specific bacillus was iso- 
lated and mice were inoculated with 
it. 
After four days they died of 


blood poisoning. The fact that gall- 
apple inks get covered \vith mold is a 
very old fact indeed—now the ink 
bacillus is known.

THE WHITE PASS TRAIL, 


1 LIVELY SCENES ON THE 
ROAD TO 


THE KLONDIKE COLD FIELDS. 


A Valley Filled With Ten tit-A Hough 


Path for the Kager Gold Seeker*—The 


. Little Cayuge Mure Useful Than the 


Big Horse—Accident* on the Trail. 
Leaving the river, the trail leads on 


for some two miles. Tents have been 
met with scattered along the way, and 
one is never out of sight of men com- 
ing or going. Now suddenly a sight 
meets the eye. The space between 
the tree trunks has been cleared away, 
and the whole place is filled with tents 
on both sides of the trail, side by side, 
only a few feet apart, and extending 
back the width of the valley, which is 
here quite narrow. The men have set 
up their stoves and hung out hundreds 
of pounds of bacon, and the air is 
laden with the savory smell of smok- 
ing meat and the camp fires; for it is 
evening, and the men are returning 
from the trail. Weary horses are eat- 
ing hay and oats alongside tarpaulin- 
covered piles of goods. 


There are fifty or sixty tents in all, 


crowded together in a small space, and 
the road way bet ween is packed smooth 
hundreds of feet. 
There are more 


women here,and one is baking biscuit, 
and selling them hot for twenty-five 
cents a dozen. Every one we talk with 
is cutting down weight. Once through 
the tents, the wagon road stops, and 
then what seems to be only a foot-trail 
makes a sudden turn to the left and 
boldly climbs up the steep inountain- 
side. We hitch our horses here and 
proceed on foot. This is the Hill, and 
the crowds of tents and men make the 
town at the "foot of the Hill." 


To convey an idea of the Hill one 


must have recourse to illustration,and 
I can find none more apt than that 
used by one who has been over the 
trail: "Imagine a mountain of goods- 
boxes, some of them bigger than the 
rest—the size of tents." 
Imagine 


them piled in a rough mass, cover 
them with moss and black loam and 
trees, with rills of water trickling 
down among them. 
The goods-boxes 


are granite bowlders; their outer sur- 
faces protrude from the mass, hard 
and bare, but nature has covered the 
rest with rich vegetation. The path— 
if indeed it can be called one—twists 
and turns and worms its way from 
ledge to ledge and between the masses 
of bowlders. Here a tree has been 
cut down and we clamber over its 
stump. 
There a corduroy bridge lifts 


one over a brook. 
Men with stout 


alpenstocks, and with packs painfully 
struggle upward, stopping now and 
again for rest. 
It has been compara- 


tively dry for a day, and the trail is 
said not' to be so bad. 
Between the 


bowlders it has packed fairly well, 
and but for its steepness, would be 
called a good path. We ascended a 
distance of several hundred feet—not 
quite to the summit, we are told. On 
•'jvery ledge and bench tents are set 
up or piles of sack, so near the path 
that one can reach out one's hand and 
touch them. Men in from the day's 
work are cooking or reclining beside 
their goods. Their rifles are in easy 
reach. 
Pilfering' has been going on 


here too, and the men who are lying 
by their goods will shoot at sight. A 
string of horses and mules is return- 
ing down the hill, and we see now the 
difference in horses. 
The lank, big, 


clumsy horse is in danger at every 
step! He conies to a drop-off lifts his 
head in air, tosses his fore feet ahead 
with a groan, and trusts to chance 
for his hind feet to find a footing. He 
strikes a sloping rock, flounders for a 
foothold, and down he goes sideways 
and rolls over. 
A string of several 


dozen went past, but none did actually 
fall. 
The little caynse, however, or 


Indian pony, like the mules, looks 
where every foot is placed. 
One cay- 


nse got out of the train and came to a 
pitch-off of ten or twelve feet; we 
looked to see it break its neck, but it 
simply put its head down, slid over 
the face of the bowlder, and landed 
•eqnarely and lightly as a goat. 
An- 


other we just heard of went down a 
forty-foot bank, and was back on the 
trail working next day. We set out 
down the hill again. 
When we were 


near the bottom we met a small train 
coming up in charge of two men. 


At the foot of the steep ascent the 


train stopped, and one horse went 
ahead. 
When he came np to a step- 


up of over two feet he got his fore 
feet np, gave a desperate lunge to 
get his hind parts up, slipped, and 
fell, his whole weight and that of his 
load square on top of a sharp stump, 
where he floundered and kicked pitti- 
fnlly, but helpless. 
We helped cut 


the load off, 
rolled him over on his 


back off the stump, and helped him to 
his feet, and he got np with scarcely 
a scratch. That was one fall, the first 
•we had seen. We were told that fifty 
horses a day fell there. 
No one 


thought anything about it. The other 
horses were led up, one bv one, the 
men choosing each step for them. 
This seems to be the only way to do 
with horses that are not, like goats, 
used to looking where a foot goes 
down. Host of the falls come where 
two smooth surfaces of rock come to- 
gether in a notch, furnishing no foot- 
hold. 
If there is soft mud in the 


notch, and the sides are wet and slip- 
pery, the horse goes down with a 
smash, and it is lucky if a broken leg 
does not result.—Harper's Weekly, 


A MYSTERIOUS ISLAND. 


It Appear* and 


In a Michigan JLuke. 


0. Henri Leonard, a cottager at 


Orion lake, writes to the Detroit Jour- 
nal concerning the mysterious "sink- 
ing island" in the lake there. Mr. 
Leonard says he has personal knowl- 
edge of the island in question, which 
is about an acre in extent, and has 
watched its disappearance and reap- 
pearance with much interest. At the 
opening of the season at Orion this 
year the island was about four feet 
under water. When Mr. Leonard left 
his cottage on September 7th the 
island had begun to emerge from the 
water, and he says it will soon be dry 
enough to allow one to walk over it 
with safety. 


The island appears to be of a spongy 


texture, and contains several stumps 
of trees, a foot or more in diameter. 
Mr. Leonard says no one has yet 
fathomed the mystery of the regular 
disappearance and reappearance of the 
island, but he has a theory. 
It is 


that the tree stumps originally floated 
out together to the middle of the lake, 
taking with them some of the weeds, 
the vegetable growth of Orion lake 
being very rich and extensive. These 
weeds, he thinks, have been gradually 
added to year by year, with the addi- 
tion of floating brush, until the island 
has approached its present size, and 
is firmly knit and bound together. 


The specific gravity of the mass nor- 


mally being a trifle heavier than water, 
it naturally sinks to the bottom. As 
the irich verdure of the weeds ap- 
proaches maturity, however, and de- 
composition of them is aided by the 
increasing warmth of the water dur- 
ing the summer season, the gases 
arising from this decomposing state 
being retained in the plant cells, over- 
come the normal gravity of the island, 
and so the whole mass slowly emerges 
from the •« ater. With the coming of 
cold weather, the vegetable growths 
being destroyed and decomposition 
checked, the mass again becomes 
heavier than water and gradually dis- 
appears. The water near the island is 
about thirty feet deep, so that the 
growth of vegetation cannot well be 
from the lake bottom, at least this is 
the opinion of those who have exam- 
ined the island at various stages of its 
submersion. 


Altogether it is a very interesting 


natural curiosity, and is well worth a 
trip to Orion by the curious. 
Just 


now the lake island will be at its maxi- 
mum height out of the water, and can. 
be easily seen from the shore near the 
station. During its submersion stage 
it is perfectly safe to row over the 
island. It can be seen below the 
water's surface, but the stumps are so 
far below the surface there is no dan- 
ger of a boat striking them. 
-At its 


present stage it would be possible to 
hold a picnic on the island providing 
the crow d was not too great. 


Grape-Cure Gardens. 


The happiest and most successful 


health seekers of our later-day world 
are probably the summer guests of 
the Trauben Kureu, or grape-cure 
gardens, that were established some 
fifty years ago in the neighborhood of 
Berne, and can now be found all over 
Switzerland, France, the Khiueland 
countries and southern Austria. 


Guests eat a very light breakfast. 


Weather permitting, they then scatter 
in quest of a sharp appetite. 
The 


serious work of the day begins at 10 
a. in., when the gates of the vineyard 
are opened for the forenoon lunch. 
Helping yourself is the order of the 
day. Gossipers stroll up and down 
the leafy avenues, culling tidbits here 
and there; business men gather a good 
supply and retreat with a book to 
some shady nook to spice theii lunch 
with a utilitarian by-purpose. 
If a 


glutton desires to eat his money's 
worth to the last penny the landlord 
gives him a fair chance; nobody con- 
trols the proceedings of the lunch 
party, and the dinner bell does not 
ring before three p. m.

AXE 
HANDLES. 


And the Handle* L'H«d iu Adzed, 1'ltks, 


Sledge*. Hatvhetkaud HuuiinerH.- 


Many manufacturing establishments 


producing articles of wood are, for 
greater economy of production, located 
within easy reach of the forests from 
which they draw their material, and 
often when the natural supplies have 
been exhausted the factories are moved 
into proximity with fresh forests. 
This has been the case, for instance, 
with the factories producing axe, adze, 
pick, sledge, hatchet, and hammer 
handles. There are such factories in 
other parts of the country, but the 
four or five largest are now all located 
in Kentucky and Tennessee. 
Oue of 


these was originally in Connecticut. 
It moved thence to Maryland and 
thence to Kentucky, where it now is. 


For the handles of such implements 


as shovels rakes, and forks, ash will 
do, but for tools like axes and ham- 
mers, with which blows are struck, 
the handles must be of wood that is 
tough and elastic. 
The best woods 


for these uses are hickory and oak. A 
very great majority of the handles 
used in these tools are of hickory. 
North America is the only subdivision 
of the earth in which hickory is found. 
There is good hickory in Canada, but 
they do not make there all the handles 
they use. Ther import many from 
the United States. 


There are Maine lumbermen who 


prefer an oak axe handle. 
Some of 


the axe handles used in Maine are 
whittled out by hand. Oak takes up 
less moisture than hickory, and is not 
so cold to the touch in winter. A 
good oak handle is something certain- 
ly worth having. 


Stout as hickory is, if handles made 


of it are stored away and kept too 
long tbey are liable to be attacked by 
a worm that makes powder holes in 
the wood. A part of the wood that 
the worms do not attack is the heart; 
but this is the part least desirable in a 
handle. The injury thus done could 
be covered by painting the handles, 
but that would cost too much. 


Formerly the hickory trees used in 


making these handles were chopped 
down; now they are sawed down, so 
as not to waste any of the 
•« ood in 


chips. 
The tree is then cut into 


lengths and properly seasoned. The 
logs are then split into the pieces from 
which the handles are to be made. 
These pieces are called bolts. The 
bolts are sawed approximately to the 
shape of the handle to be finally made, 
and in this shape they are handle 
blocks. The handle block is turned 
to the shape of the handle in au irre- 
gular lathe, and it is then finished 
and polished. 


It might be supposed that ac axe 


handle was just an axe-handle; but be- 
sides the familiar axe so commonly 
used there are various other kinds; 
ice axes, for example, and ice axes 
themselves are further divided into 
various styles. There are various kinds 
of hatchets; lathers' hatchets, hunters' 
hatchets and so on. Of hatchet handles 
alone there are many sizes and styles. 
For these various tools, axe, adze, pick, 
sledge, hatchet and hammer, there are 
made, taking them altogether, handles 
in hundreds of different sizes and 
styles, to suit not only different tools, 
but different markets. 
The catalogue 


of one big concern engaged exclusively 
in the manufacture of such handles, 
and of hickory only, is a book of sev- 
eral hundred pages, with hundreds of 
illustrations, and printed in English, 
German, and Spanish. 


A great many American handles of 


this kind are exported, and they go 
pretty much everywhere all over the 
world.—New York Sun. 


MYSTERY OF HOT WATER SPRINGS. 


Origin of Geysers Accounted for by a 


Scientific Student. 


"Geysers, hot springs and hot flow- 


ing wells, the source of which has 
been so little understood, are myster- 
ies no more to science," explained a 
scientific gentleman to a Washington 
Star reporter, "though they are as in- 
teresting a study as ever, and new 
facts are constantly being discovered 
about them. A paper read before the 
National Geographical 
society here 


last winter by Captain Frank W. 
Crosby of this city, and who is now in 
Norway making further investigations 
into the same subject, has furnished 
food for a great amount of conjecture 
among geologists throughout 
the 


world. Me discovered on the island 
of Kephalouia, Greece, 
that 
the 


waters of the Mediterranean sea were 
constantly running inland and disap- 
pearing down into a series of cre- 
vasses under the sea. 
At one place 


the water went with such force that it 
ran a mill, known on the island as the 
sea mills. 
Every one knew that 


water would find its level, bnt it was 
supposed it would stop there and not 
seek a place under its level, which 
was supposed to be the sea. There is 
a mystery, of course, as to where the 
water which has thus disappeared for 
ages goes. It is supposed—that is, it 
is a theory, for as yet science has not 
explored under Ihe bottom of the 
seas, though it will not be long be- 
fore this kind of explorations will be 
made—that the water runs along in a 
channel, possibly hundreds and thou- 
sands of miles ih length, until it 
i 


reaches a depth where the earth is so 
warm that the water is turned into 
steam, and then is forced out and up 
again into the sea or on the land la 


the form known us geysers or boiling 
springs. Anyhow, the National Geo- 
logical society has reported the fact, 
and the scientific world will have to 
settle it in some way. The contribu- 
tion was certainly one of the greatest 
possible value, for the idea of a big 
hole under the seaa and oceans is a 
new one. The wonderful thing in 
the matter is why it has not been 
filled up. The theory that this water 
supplies the geysers or hot springs is 
the only one that explains the disap- 
pearance of the water under the sea, 
and its reappearance, or, at least, 
supposed reappearance,in other places 
as geysers or boiling springs. 
It is 


supposed there is a similar disappear- 
ance of water in many other places in 
the world.though none otlier has been 
as definitely reported." 


An Unexpected Kcgult. 


A peculiar and touching incident in 


real life has just come to light through 
an advertisement in the Chicago Rec- 
ord. Early in the year a lady Avell 
known for missionary and church 
work in Indiana published a book in- 
tended to teach a better way of living. 
Several copies were distributed among 
friends, one to a Dr. Baldwin, whose 
four-year-old boy, Russell, took a 
fancy to the book and went to bed 
holding it in his hands. Ou the day 
following the most diligent search 
failed to reveal its whereabouts, and 
it was never found. 


A few days ago the author was in 


Ainboy with a letter that she had re- 
ceived from Chicago. 
The writer did 


not reveal his name or address, but 
went on to explain that he was a pro- 
fessional housebreaker, that he had 
been trained to it, and had never 
known any other life. His manner of 
working was to go into small towns, 
locate a favorable house and at night 
rob it. In April last he was in Ain- 
boy as a street fakir. 
On entering 


Dr. Baldwin's house that night, he 
stated, that in one room he found a 
woman and child asleep. 
The child 


held a book in one hand, which was 
slipping from its grasp, and for fear 
it might fall and disturb the mother, 
he took the book and placed it in his 
pocket. The innocence of the child 
and childhood memories haunted him 
and he left the house, taking a mid- 
night train to Chicago. 
There the 


book was read, and in it, he says, he 
received his first lesson in good mor- 
als. So impressed was he Avith this 
that he resolved to abandon his evil 
habits and lead a better life, and 
asked the lady to apprise him of 
the receipt of the letter through an 
advertisement, which was done. 


An Anecdote by Mark Twain. 


Mark Twain writes for the Novem- 


ber Century a tribute to his fellow- 
townsman, the late James Hammond 
Timmbull. Mr. Clemens relates the 
following anecdote: 


Years ago, as I have been told, a 


widowed descendant of the Audubon. 
family, in desperate need, sold a per- 
fect copy of Audubon's "Birds" to a 
commercially 
minded scholar 
in 


America for a hundred dollars. 
The 


scholar complimente'd himself upon 
his shrewd stroke of business. 
That 


was Hammond Trumbull's style. Af- 
ter the w ar a lady in the far South 
wrote him that among the wreckage 
of her better days she had a book 
which some had told her was worth a 
hundred dollars, and had advised her 
to offer it to him; she added that she 
was very poor, and that if he would 
buy it at that price, it would be a 
great favor to her. It was Eliot's 
Indian Bible. 
Trumbull answered 


that if it was a perfect copy it had an 
established market value, like a gold 
coin, and was worth a- thousand dol- 
lars; that if she would send it to him 
he would examine it, and if it proved 
to be perfect he would sell it to the 
British Museum and forward 
the 


money to her. It did prove to be 
perfect, and she got her thousand dol- 
lars without delay, and intact. 


Prehistoric Teutons. 


Mummified old Teutons of prehis- 


toric times have been discovered in 
the moorland of Schleswig-Holstein. 
The bodies are perfectly intact, al- 
though, of course, the tissue is dimin- 
ished in bulk. 
The first one of those 


prehistoric cadavers, in fact, found 
near Odde, was so little changed by 
the thousands of years it had lain 
underground that it was suspected to 
be the corpse of a murdered peddler. 
The district physician,however, finally 
set those rumors at rest by prononnc- j 
ing the remains those of an early ! 
Teuton forefather. True, as the skull | 
and other evidences proved, that 
ancient worthy had been murdered, 
too, but, as the doctor shrewdly ob- 
served, "by parties unknown." 
The 


finding of these mummies has created 
a good deal of excitement in ethno- 
logical circles, since they are the first 
of the early prehistoric Germans come 
to light, the invariable custom of 
these early tribes being not to bury 
bnt to burn their dead.—ChicagoRec- 
ord.

The Abbottstown Fire* 


As briefly announced last week, Ab­ 
bottstown was visited by a fire,Tlnirsdaj% 
that created great excitement, and result­ 
ed in the loss of two barns, belonging to 
W. W. Hafcr and Mrs. Wm. Bittinger. 


About 8 o'clock fire was discovered in 
the large frame stable of W. W. Hafer, 
at the rear of his handsome residence on 
Centre Square. The town was soon in a 
high state of excitement, and a bucket 
brigade was formed, which did effective 
work. 
The flames were also played upon 
by Mr. Hafcr’s hose,lie having a reservoir 
in the Pigeon Hills, and pipes conveying 
the water into the town. 
In spite of the 
hard work of the citizens, both men and 
women, the fire rapidljr gained headway, 
and other frame barns being adjacent, a 
destructive conflagration was threatened. 
Word was therefore sent to Hanover for 
assistance. 
Superintendent Scott, of the 
W. M. 11. R., at once olTercd to furnish a 
special train, and at 9 45 the fire alarm 
was sounded. The firemen responded at 
once, and shortly after 10 o’clock, the spe­ 
cial train, containing the Hanover fire en­ 
gine and firemen, was on its way to Ab­ 
bottstown, and in one hour after the 
sounding of the alarm, the Hanover fire­ 
men were fighting flames at Abbottstown. 


When they arrived, the barn of Mr. 
Hafer and that of Mrs. Wm. Bittinger 
adjoining were in ashes, and the frame 
ice house of Mr. Hafer, near his home, 
was burning briskly. Several wells were 
soon exhausted by the steamer before the 
supply of water could be had, but before 
noon the fire was under control. Water 
was also obtained from a dammed up 
stream near by. At one time, there was 
no hope of saving the Hafer mansion or 
the well-known Kobler hotel property 
adjoining on the Square. The furniture 
was carried from these dwellings, some 
being placed in the Reformed church, 
across the Square, and some in the street. 


While the origi n of the fire is not 
definitely known, it is supposed to have 
started in the hostler’s room in the 
Hufer stable, from an overheated stove. 
Hafer’s loss on buildings and contents, 
was about $4,500; insurance $1200 
On 
Mrs. Bittingcr’s stable $300; fully insur­ 
ed. Mrs. Kobler’s barn was damaged to 
the amount of $200. The Hanover Fire 
Co., before they left Abbottstown were 
served with a bountiful dinner at Alt- 
land’s hotel. 


The fire company was presented with a 
check for $50 by Mr. Hafer, for the time­ 
ly service it rendered.

Colgrove, of Washington, was elected 
president; T. Herbert Shriver, of Union 
Mills, vice-president; 
II. A. Cady, of 
Washington, secretary and Wm. Thomas, 
of Westminster, treasurer, The contract 
to build the road was awarded to a New 
York construction company, which has 
given bond and will begin work at once. 
The contract stipulates that the construc­ 
tion of the road shall commence within 
the next sixty days and be completed in 
fourteen months. 
An agreement was 
also entered into with the Gettysburg 
Electric railroad, and that road will be 
merged into the Washington, Westmin­ 
ster and Gettysburg railroad. Major R. 
M Venable, of Baltimore, is counsel for 
the road.

structive to lead chambers. There are, 
unfortunately, many insects and ani­ 
mals devoid of that sense for the sacred 
rights of property which we expect of 
everybody but ourselves.

sinking of wells in the desert between 
Wady-Halfa and Abu-IIamed.

The result of the accident 
wras that the flesh and the ribs cover­ 
ing the chest cavity were torn away, 
exposing to full view the pericardium,’ 
revealing the motion of tho heart. 
The physicans who were first called 
said Hall would die in a few hours. 
Another physician from this city w^as 
called and saved his life. 
To cover 
the hole where 
the ribs and flesh 
were shot away a silver j:>late was 
fastened to the ends of the exposed 
ribs- 
Skin-grafting did the 
rest. 
Hall at that time was sixteen years 
old and i)ossessed °f 
a wonderful 
physique. 
His case is the second one 
on record where a man saw his own 
heart beat and lived to tell the story. 
The leading medical publications of 
this country and Europe secured de­ 
tailed accounts of the case and the 
treatment. 


Hall had always been a pretty good 
kind of a boy, but there were bet­ 
ter ones. 
He faced death with cour­ 
age. 
During his 
long 
sickness 
his disposition seemed to undergo 
a change, and now he has signified 
his intention of becoming a minister. 
His parents are poor, but they have 
managed to secure some money, and 
he is now ready to start to college.— 
Indianai^olis News. 


T h e I n k B a c i llu s , 


An interesting discovery was recent­ 
ly made at Leipzig,namely, the ink ba­ 
cillus, as it has been named. 
I t has 
often happened that dangerous blood 
poisoning has been caused by wound-^ 
ing one’s self with an inky steel pen. 
In Professor Marpman’s bacteriologi­ 
cal institute they have succeeded in 
finding the micro-organism in ink 
which excites the blood. 
It has been 
ascertained that many inks, particu­ 
larly school inks, contain bacteria. 
Out of fifty-seven different kinds— 
most of them made with gall—the ma­ 
jority contained bacteria. School inks 
colored with an aniline dye, even 
though the bottle had only just been 
opened, contained the micro-organisms 
already mentioned, and the number* 
of bacilli was the greater the longer 
the ink had been exposed to the air. 
From such an aniline ink, which had 
been in an open inkstand fur three 
months, a specific bacillus was iso­ 
lated and mice wrere inoculated with 
it. 
After four days they died of 
blood poisoning. 
The fact that gall- 
apple inks get covered with mold is a 
very old fact indeed—now the ink 
bacillus is known.

LIVELY SCENES ON THE 
ROAD TO 
THE KLONDIKE COLD FIELDS.

A Valley F illed W ith Tout a-A Kougli

Big H orse—Accidents on the Trail. 
Leaving tlie river, the trail leads on 
for some two miles. 
Tents have been 
met with scattered along the way, and 
one is never out of sight of men com­ 
ing or going. 
Now suddenly a sight 
meets the eye. 
The space between 
the tree trunks has been cleared away, 
and the whole place is filled with tents 
on both sides of the trail, side by side, 
only a few feet apart, and extending 
back the width of the valley, which is 
here quite narrow. 
The men have sot 
up their stoves and hung out hundreds 
of pounds of bacon, and the air is 
laden with the savory smell of smok­ 
ing meat and the camp fires; for it is 
evening, and the men are returning 
from the trail. 
Weary horses are eat­ 
ing hay and oats alougside tarpaulin- 
covered piles of goods. 


There are fifty or sixty tents in all, 
crowded together in a small space, and 
the roadway between is ¡lacked smooth 
hundreds of feet. 
There are more 
women here,and one is baking biscuit, 
and selling them hot for twenty-live 
cents a dozen. Every one we talk with 
is cutting down weight. Once through 
fcke tents, the wagon road stops, and 
then what seems to be only a foot-trail 
makes a sudden turn to the left and 
boldly climbs up the steep mountain­ 
side. 
We hitch our horses here and 
proceed on foot. 
This is the Hill,and 
the crowds of tents and men make the 
¿own at the “foot of the Hill.” 


To convey an idea of the Hill one 
must have recourse to illustration, and 
t can find none more apt than that 
used by one who has been over the 
trail: “Imagine a mountain of goods- 
boxes, some of them bigger than the 
rest—the size of tents. ” 
Imagine 
them piled in a rough mass, cover 
them with moss and black loam and 
trees, with rills of water trickling 
down among them. 
The goods-boxes 
are granite bowlders; their outer sur­ 
faces protrude from the mass, hard 
and bare, but nature has covered the 
rest with rich vegetation. 
The path— 
if indeed it can be called one—twists 
and turns and worms its wav from 
i/ 
ledge to ledge and between the masses 
of bowlders. 
Here a tree has been 
cut down and we clamber over its 
stumx>. 
There a corduroy bridge lifts 
one over a brook. 
Men with stout 
alpenstocks, and with packs painfully 
struggle upward, stopping now and 
again for rest. 
It has been compara­ 
tively dry for a day, and the trail is 
said not to be so bad. 
Between the 
bowlders it has packed fairly well, 
and but for its steepness, would be 
called a good path. 
We ascended a 
distance of several hundred feet—not 
quite to the summit, we are told. 
On 
<^very ledge and bench tents are set 
up or piles of sack, so near the path 
that one can reach out one’s hand and 
touch them. 
Men in from the day’s 
work are cooking or reclining beside 
their goods. 
Their rifles are in easy 
reach. 
Pilfering has been going on 
here too, and the men who are lying 
by their goods will shoot at sight. 
A. 
string of horses and mules is return­ 
ing down the hill, and we see now the 
difference in horses. 
The lank, big, 
clumsy horse is in danger at every 
step! 
He comes to a drop-off lifts his 
head in air, tosses his fore feet ahead 
with a groan, and trusts to chance 
for his hind feet to find a footing. He 
strikes a slojnng rock, flounders for a 
foothold, and down he goes sideways 
and rolls over. 
A string of several 
doz^n went past, but none did actually 
fall. 
The little cayuse, however, or 
Indian pony, like the mules, looks 
where every foot is j^laced. 
One cay­ 
use got out of the train and came to a 
pitch-off of ten or twelve feet; we 
looked to see it break its neck, but it 
simply put its head down, slid over 
the face of the bowlder, and lauded 
^squarely and lightly as a goat. 
An­ 
other we just heard of went down a 
forty-foot bank, and was back on the 
trail working next day. 
We s.et out 
down the hill again. 
When we were 
near the bottom we met a small train 
coming up in charge of two men. 


At the foot of the steep ascent the 
train stopped, and one horse went 
ahead. 
When he came up to a step- 
up of over two feet he got his fore 
feet up, gave a desperate lunge to 
get his hind parts uj>, slipped, and 
fell, his whole weight and that of his 
load square on top of a sharp stump, 
where he floundered and kicked pitti- 
fully, but helpless. 
Wo helped cut 
the load ofl^ rolled him over on his 
back off the stump, and helped him to 
his feet, and he got up with scarcely 
a scratch, 
That was one fall, the first 
we had seen. 
We were told that fifty 
horses a day fell there. 
No one 
thought anything about it. 
The other 
horses were led up, one by one, the 
men choosing each step for them, 
This seems to be the only way to do 
with horses that are not, like goats, 
used to looking where a foot goes 
down. 
Most of the falls come where 
two smooth surfaces of rock come to­ 
gether in a notch, furnishing no foot­ 
hold. 
If there is soft mud in the 
notch, and the sides are wet and slip­ 
pery, the horse goes down with a 
smash, and it is lucky if a broken leg 
does not result,—Harper’s Weekly. 


A MYSTERIOUS ISLAND. 


I t .Appears and Disappear« 
Itexularly 
In a M ichigan Lake* 


#. Henri Leonard, a cottager at 
Orion lake, writes to the Detroit Jour­ 
nal concerning the mysterious “sink­ 
ing island1’ in the lake there. 
Mr* 
Leonard says he has personal knowl­ 
edge of the island in question, which 
is about an acre in extent, and has 
watched its disappearance and reap­ 
pearance with much interest. 
At the 
opening of the season at Orion this 
year the island was about four feet 
under water, 
When Mr. Leonard left 
his cottage on September 7th the 
island had begun to emerge from the 
water, and he says it will soon be dry 
enough to allow one to walk over it 
with safety. 


The island appears to be of a spongy 
texture, and contains several stumps 
of trees, a foot or more in diameter. 
Mr. Leonard says no one has yet 
fathomed the mystery of the regular 
disappearance and reappearance of the 
island, but he has a theory. 
It is 
that the tree stumps originally floated 
out together to the middle of the lake, 
taking with them some of the weeds, 
the vegetable growth of Orion lake 
being very rich and extensive. 
Thèse 
weeds, he thinks, have been gradually 
added to year by year, with the addi­ 
tion of floating brush, until the island 
has approached its present size, and 
is firmly knit and bound together. 


The specific gravity of the mass nor­ 
mally being a trifle heavier than water, 
it naturally sinks to the bottom. 
As 
the mch verdure of- the weeds ap­ 
proaches maturity, however, and de­ 
composition of them is aided by the 
increasing warmth of the water dur­ 
ing the summer season, the gases 
arising from this decomposing state 
being retained in the plant cells, over­ 
come the normal gravity of the island, 
and so the whole mass slowly emerges 
from the water. 
With the coming of 
cold weather, the vegetable growths 
being destroyed and decomposition 
checked, 
the mass again becomes 
heavier than water and gradually dis­ 
appears. 
The water near the island is 
about thirty feet deep, so that the 
growth of vegetation cannot well be 
from the lake bottom, at least this is 
the opinion of those who have exam­ 
ined the island at various stages of its 
submersion. 


Altogether it is a very interesting 
natural curiosity, and is well worth a 
trip to Orion by the curious. 
Just 
now the lake island will be at its maxi­ 
mum height out of the water, and can * 
be easily seen from the shore near the 
station. 
During its submersion stage 
it is perfectly safe to row over the 
island. 
It can be seen below the 
water’s surface, but the stumps are so 
far below the surface there is no dan­ 
ger of a boat striking them. 
At its 
present stage it would be possible to 
hold a picnic on the island providing 
the crowd was not too great. 


AXE HANDLES, 


Grape-Cure Gardens. 


The happiest and most successful 
health seekers of our later-day world 
are probably the summer guests of 
the Trauben Kuren, or grape-cure 
gardens, that were established some 
fifty years ago in the neighborhood of 
Berne, and can now be found all over 
Switzerland, France, the Rhineland 
countries and southern Austria. 


Guests eat a very light breakfast. 
Weather permitting, they then scatter 
in quest of a sharp appetite. 
The 
serious work of the day begins at 10 
a, in., when the gates of the vineyard 
are opened for the forenoon lunch. 
Helping yourself is the order of the 
day. 
Gossipers stroll up and down 
the leafy avenues, culling tidbits here 
and there; business men gather a good 
supply and retreat with a book to 
some shady nook to spice theii lunch 
with a utilitarian by-purpose. 
If a 
glutton desires to eat his money’s 
worth to the last penny the landlord 
gives him a fair chance; nobody con­ 
trols the proceedings of the lunch 
party, and the dinner bell does not 
ring before three p. m. 


Grapes, it is true, are chiefly sweet 
water with a subtle flavoring from 
nature’s own laboratory; but in no 
other form can the human organism 
absorb so large a quantity of blood- 
purifying liquids, with such a mini­ 
mum of distressing after effects. 
The 
expurgative fluid reaches every part 
of the system, rinsing out morbid 
humors and restoring congested or­ 
gans to a healthy state of functional 
activity, for reasons which, traced to 
their ultimate significance, mean that 
man, in a state of nature, is a frugiv- 
orous, not a carnivorous nor a herbiv­ 
orous biped. —The Ohautauquan. 


One of Colum bus's F irst Im pressions, 
An interesting anecdote, indicating 
that in spite of our advances in civili­ 
zation we have not changed funda­ 
mentally, is as follows: 


On his return to the court, Colum­ 
bus was asked by Queen Isabella if 
America was interesting to the tourist, 
“Quite, your highness/’ he replied, 
“The scenery of America is superb, 
but their public buildings aren’t any­ 
thing to brag of.”—Harper’s Bazar, 


The saying that there is nothing 
new under the sun is illustrated by the 
fact that the design for the India shawl 
is supposed to have been copied from 
one of the commonest kinds of Indio 
butterflies, the design being almost 
exactly the same, 


And (lie Handle« Vsed in Adzes, Vicks, 
Sledges, H atchets and Ham m ers.^ 


Many manufacturing establishments 
producing articles of wood are, for 
greater economy of production, located 
within easy reach of the forests from 
which they draw their material, and 
often when the natural supplies have 
been exhausted the factories are moved 
into proximity with fresh forests. 
This has been the case, for instance, 
with the factories producing axe, adze, 
pick, sledge, hatchet, and hammer 
handles. 
There are such factories in 
other parts of the country, but the 
four or five largest are now all located 
in Kentucky and Tennessee. 
One of 
these was originally in Connecticut. 
It moved thence to Maryland and 
thence to Kentucky, where it now is. 


For the handles of such implements 
as shovels rakes, and forks, ash will 
do, but for tools like axes and ham­ 
mers, with which blows are struck, 
the handles must be of wood that is 
tough and elastic. 
The best woods 
for these uses are hickory and oak. A 
very great majority of the handles 
used in these tools are of hickory. 
North America is the only subdivision 
of the earth in which hickory is found. 
There is good hickory in Canada, but 
they do not make there all the handles 
they use. 
They import many from 
the United States. 


There are Maine lumbermen who 
prefer an oak axe handle. 
Some of 
the axe handles used in Maine are 
whittled out by hand. 
Oak takes up 
less moisture than hickory, and is not 
so cold to the touch in winter. 
A 
good oak handle is something certain­ 
ly worth having. 


Stout as hickory is, if handles made 
of it are stored away and kept too 
long they are liable to be attacked by 
a worm that makes powder holes in 
the wood. A part of the wood that 
the worms do not attack is the heart; 
but this is the part least desirable in a 
handle. 
The injury thus done could 
be covered by painting the handles, 
but that would cost too much. 


Formerly the hickory trees used in 
making these handles were chopped 
down; now they are sawed down, so 
as not to waste any of the wood in 
chips. 
The tree is then cut into 
lengths and properly seasoned. The 
logs are then split into the pieces from 
which the handles are to be made. 
These pieces are called bolts. The 
bolts are sawed approximately to the 
shape of the handle to befinallvmade, 
and in this shape they are handle 
blocks. 
The handle block is turned 
to the shape of the handle in an irre­ 
gular lathe, and it is then finished 
and polished. 


It might be supposed that an axe 
handle was just an axe handle; but be­ 
sides the familiar axe so commonly 
used there are various other kinds; 
ice axes, for example, and ice axes 
themselves are further divided into 
various styles. There are various kinds 
of hatchets; lathers’ hatchets, hunters’ 
hatchets and so on. Of hatchet handles 
alone there are many sizes and styles. 
For these various tools, axe, adze, pick, 
sledge, hatchet and hammer, there are 
made, taking them altogether, handles 
in hundreds of different sizes and 
styles, to suit not only different tools, 
but different markets. 
The catalogue 
of one big concern engaged exclusively 
in the manufacture of such handles, 
and of hickory only, is a book of sev­ 
eral hundred pages, with hundreds of 
illustrations, and printed in English, 
German, and Spanish. 


A great many American handles of 
this kind are exported, and they go 
pretty much everywhere ail over the 
world,—New York Sun. 


MYSTERY OF HOT WATER SPRINGS, 


Origin of Geysers Accounted for by a 
Scientific »Student. 


“Geysers, hot springs and hot flow­ 
ing wells, the source of which has 
been so little understood, are myster­ 
ies no more to science,” explained a 
scientific gentleman to a Washington 
Star reporter, “ though they are as in­ 
teresting a study as ever, and new 
facts are constantly being discovered 
about them. 
A paper read before the 
National Geographical society here 
last winter by Captain Frank W. 
Crosby of this city, and who is now in 
Norway making further investigations 
into the same subject, has furnished 
food for a great amount of conjecture 
among 
geologists 
throughout 
the 
world. 
He discovered on the island 
of Iiephalonia, Greece, 
that 
the 
waters of the Mediterranean sea were 
constantly running inland and disap­ 
pearing down into a series of cre­ 
vasses under the sea. 
At one place 
the water went with such force that it 
ran a mill, known on the island as the 
sea mills. 
Every one knew that 
water would find its level, but it was 
supjjosed it would stop there and not 
seek a place under its level, which 
was supposed to be the sea. 
There is 
a mystery, of course, as to where the 
water which has thus disappeared for 
ages goes. 
It is supposed—that is, it 
is a theory, for as yet science has not 
explored under the * bottom of the 
seas, though it will not be long be­ 
fore this kind of explorations will be 
made—that the water runs along in a 
channel, possibly hundreds and thou­ 
sands of miles ill length, until it 
reaches a depth where the earth is 
warm that the water is turned into 
nleam, and then is forced out and up 
»gain into the sea or on the laud In 


the form kuown as geysers or boiling 
springs. 
Anyhow, the National Geo­ 
logical society has reported the fact* 
and the scientific world will havo to 
settle it in some way. 
The contribu­ 
tion was certainly one of the greatest 
possible value, for the idea of a big 
hole under the seas and oceans is a 
now one. 
The wonderful thing in 
the matter is why it has not been 
filled up. 
The theory that this water 
supplies the geysers or hot springs is 
the only one that explains the disap- 
j)earance of the water under the sea, 
and its reappearance, or, at least, 
supposed reappearance,in other places 
as geysers or boiling springs. 
It is 
supposed there is a similar disappear­ 
ance of water in many other places in 
the world,though none otlier has been 
as definitely reported.” 


An Unexpected Kesult. 


A peculiar and touching incident iu 
real life has just come to light through 
an advertisement in the Chicago Rec­ 
ord. 
Early in the year a lady well 
known for missionary and church 
work in Indiana published a book in­ 
tended to teach a better way of living. 
Several copies were distributed among 
friends, one to a Dr. Baldwin, whoso 
four-year-old boy, Russell, took a 
fancy to the book and went'' to bed 
holding it in his hands. 
On the day 
following the most diligent search 
failed to reveal its whereabouts, and 
it was never found. 


A few days ago the author was in 
Amboy with a letter that she had re­ 
ceived from Chicago. 
The writer did 
not reveal his name or address, but 
went on to explain that he was a pro­ 
fessional housebreaker, that ho had 
been trained to it, and had never 
known any other life. 
His manner of 
working was to go into small towns, 
locate a favorable house and at night 
rob it. 
In April last he was in Am­ 
boy as a street fakir. 
On entering 
Dr. Baldwin’s house that night, he 
stated, that in one room he found a 
woman and child asleep. 
The child 
held a book iu one hand, which was 
slipping from its grasp, and for fear 
it might fall and disturb the mother, 
he took the book and placed it in his 
pocket. 
The innocence of the child 
and childhood memories haunted him 
and he left the house, taking a mid­ 
night train to Chicago. 
There the 
book was read, and in it, he says, he 
received his first lesson in good mor­ 
als. 
So impressed was he with this 
that he resolved to abandon his evil 
habits and lead a better life, and 
asked the lady to apprise him of 
the receipt of the letter through an 
advertisement, which was done. 


An Anecdote by M ark Tw ain. 


Mark Twain writes for the Novem­ 
ber Century a tribute to his fellow- 
townsman, the late James Hammond 
Trumbull. 
Mr. Clemens relates the 
following anecdote: 


Years ago, as I have been told, a 
widowed descendant of the Audubon 
family, in desperate need, sold a per­ 
fect copy of Audubon’s “Birds” to a 
commercially 
minded 
scholar 
in 
America for a hundred dollars. 
The 
scholar complimented himself upon 
his shrewd stroke of business. 
That 
was Hammond Trumbull’s style. 
Af­ 
ter the war a lady in the far South 
wrote him that among the wreckage 
of her better days she had a book 
which some had told her was worth a 
hundred dollars, and had advised her 
to offer it to him; she added that she 
was very poor, and that if he would 
buy it at that price, it would be a 
great favor to her. 
It was Eliot’s 
Indian Bible. 
Trumbull answered 
that if it was a perfect copy it had an 
established market value, like a gold 
coin, and was worth a thousand dol­ 
lars; that if she would send it to him 
he would examine it, and if it proved 
to be perfect he would sell it to the 
British Museum 
and forward 
the 
money to her. 
It did prove to be 
perfect, and she got her thousand dol­ 
lars without delay, and intact. 


P rehistoric Teutons, 


Mummified old Teutons of prehis­ 
toric times have been discovered in 
the moorland of Schleswig-Holstein. 
The bodies are perfectly intact, al­ 
though, of course, the tissue is dimin­ 
ished in bulk. 
The first one of those 
prehistoric cadavers, in fact, found 
near Odde, was so little changed by 
the thousands of years it had lain 
underground that it was suspected to 
be the corpse of a murdered peddler. 
The district physician,however,finally 
set those rumors at rest by pronounc­ 
ing the remains those of an early 
Teuton forefather. 
True, as the skull 
and other evidences 
proved, that 
ancient worthy had been murdered, 
too, but, as the doctor shrewdly ob­ 
served, “by parties unknown, ” 
The 
finding of these mummies has created 
a good deal of excitement in ethno­ 
logical circles, since they are the first 
of the early prehistoric Germans come 
to light, the invariable custom of 
these early tribes being not to bury 
but to burn their dead.—ChicagoRec- 
ordf

A HAZARDOUS MARCH. 


Inotsftant Fighting: M urks the B ritish 
Troops’ P rog ress in Bara Valloy» 
Simla, Dec. 15.—Aocordlng to official 
dispatches 
from 
the 
northwestern 
frontier, the march of General W est- 
m acott's brigade from the camp at 
Sher-Khel Into the Sturi-Khel country 
waB one continuous action. The enemy 
closed up on the rear guard and kept 
firing at short range with great spirit. 
The British losses were heavy, and in­ 
cluded Lieutenant West, of the Gurk­ 
has, who was killed, and Lieutenant 
Champlar, who waa wounded. 


The whole march down the 
Bara 
valley since the 6th inst. 
has 
been 
marked by incessant fighting, but the 
force has 
behaved 
admirably. 
The 
route was 
difficult in the extreme, 
through rain, mud and snow. 
Along 
the river bed the course was impeded 
by ravines and boulders, and the icy 
cold stream had to be forded knee deep 
20 times in the mire.

THE WORK OP CONGRESS. 


The Ilonno Passes tho Pension Dili 
^VIthont Amendinont. 


The only big measure that has passed 
th« national house at the present ses- 
sion of conprress "Xvas the pension ap- 
propriation bill, which went throuRh 
last Friday without amendment, after 
several clays' discussion, during which 
the opponents of the existing: civil ser- 
vice law took every occasion to assail 
that measure.

Tackling I-oconiotives antl Things 
T h a t 
Move Too Fast in Maine 


Though large moose are scarce in 
Maine, the few Avhich survive seem to 
be doing the best they can to Avreck 
the railroads and destroy all forms of 
property that are capable of motion. 
Last August an engine on the Maine 
Central railroad, in charge of Frank 
Brown, Avas met by a moose just out 
of Vanceboro, and after a brief but 
valiant battle the moose succumbed, 
though the train Avas delayed nearly 
an hour before the remains of the con- 
flict could be removed from the track. 
On October 5 the same eugine, iu 
charge 
of 
Engineer 
Gilbert, 
met 
another moose near Forest City and 


AVon again after a short conflict. 
A 
Maine Central freight engine Avas de- 
railed by an angry moose near Lincoln 
last September. 


While the Maine Central has a good 
record as a moose slayer, the Bangor 
& Aroostook probably has killed more 
game of this species than any other 
road in this country, 
George Gar- 
mon*s train, which runs on alternate 
nights betAveen Old Toavu and Cari- 
bou, has killed three moose and two 
deer and cut off the hindquarters of a 
tAvo-year old bear. George Michaud's 
train on the same line has captured 
tAvo moose and one deer. 
Tom Hag- 
gerty's train has killed one moose and 
one bear, and Charles York's has tAvo 
moose and one caribou to its credit. 
There is hardly a train running to tlie 
Maine backwoods that does not kill 
more big game every year than the 
laAV alloAvs a man to take. 


This year the bull moose seems to 
have got the suicidal mania in its 
Avorst form. 
Not only do they attack 
engines, but most of them seem in- 
clined to c o m m i t assault and battery 
upon any object that shoAVS s y m p t o m s 
of life. Jared Sharp of Linnoeus, Me., 
owns a Avindmill. It is on a Ioav frame 
and earns its keep by saAving wood, 
c h u r n i n g butter, and thrashing grain. 
Last Aveek while Mr. Sharp's hired 
man Avas grinding an axe by 
Avind 
poAver an 8U0-pound moose came doAvn 
uijon the 
windmill, 
breaking 
off 
tAVO 
fans, 
o v e r t u r n i n g 
the 
grind- 
stone, 
and badly scaring the hired 
man. A f t e r bringing all the machinery 
to a standstill the moose trotted back 
to the Avoods, trailing forty feet of six- 
inch belting from its antlers,—New 
York Sun,

A Voint of ironor W i t h Tlioin and Their

Zack Mulhall, the most extensive 
farmer in the Indian Territory 
came 
up to St. Louis the other day on busi- 
ness connected Avith his stock inter- 
ests says a letter to the Ncav York 
Sun. 
He left his 10,000 acres of 
Avheat land,much of Avhich Avas planted 
in dollar Avheat last season, to look 
after the sale of a lot of cattle, and in- 
cidentally to observe the movements 
of a stable of horses on 
Avhich he 
has been making and losing money by 
turns for several months. 
While he 
was in St. Louis Colonel Zack, as 
nearly all the Southwest calls him, 
stopped talking about the farming fu- 
ture of his part of the Avorld long 
e n o u g h to discuss the approaching ex- 
ecution of Walla Tonka, the Creek In- 
dian Avho has been going about the 
country as a member of a baseball 
team in face of the fact that he is un- 
der sentence of death, and may be ex- 
ecuted at any time in the district 
by the legal authorities. Walla Tonka 
Avas released on parole in order that 
he might help to Avin a ball game at 
Kansas City against a team of college 
players that had long been a rival of 
the Indian club of Avhich Walla Tonka 
Avas an important j)layer. 


Walla Tonka's 
situation 
did not 
seem odd to Colonel Zack. 
Indeed, 
he Avas astonished that a thing so 
commonplace to him should have been 
considered Avorthy of sending about 
the country as a piece of ncAvs. 
He 
said that it Avas a very common occur- 
rence among the Creek Indians for a 
man to receiA^e a death sentence, and 
at the pleasure of the court resume 
regular duties and continue at them 
until the date of execution. 
On that 
day the convicted man,unaccompanied 
by an oflicer, never failed to be at the 
execution ground in good season to 
receiA^e the death bullet. 
What AA'as 
more remarkable, nobody of his kin 
eA'cr interposed an objection. 
His 
squaAv might shed a feAV tears over it, 
but that Avas all. 


« 


It seems'that there is some tradi- 
tion that instructs the full-blood Indi- 
an along these extraordinary lines. 
There is a well-rooted belief that the 
buck Avho balks at the conditions im- 
IDosed ui^on him by the constituted au- 
thority of tho tribe is unlit to traverse 
the hapiiy hunting grounds. 
So he 
walks alune to the place of execution, 
He chats Avith his friends, eats hearti- 
ly, and if there is a n y t h i n g to drink, 
he drinks. 
There is a line of men, all 
sure shots, either Avith bows or A v i t h 
modern guns, and they x^oint their 
Aveapons at him. 
But the shot does 
not come from any one of these. 
There is, someAvhere else, a sure-shot 
Indian 
Avho sends the fatal missile 


A v h e n the condemned man is not look- 
ing for it. 
Sometimes the gun is fired 
from a tent, so that the relatives of 
the dead Indian have no Avay of knoAv- 
iug the identity of the executioner. 


Not so'very long ago there Avas a 
brave missing on the day of his exe- 
cution. 
Later he Avas found Avith a 
broken leg and half starved in a ra- 
A^ne. 
In trying to reach the execu- 
tion ground he Avas riding at a rapid 
gait across the country and his pony 
fell on the young Indian. 
When 
he Avas brought into the village there 
Avas a general suspicion among the 
enemies of his family that he Avas not 
clean strain, and that the breaking of 
a leg was an intentional effort to es- 
cape jjunishment, 
Avhereupon 
the 
brave insisted upon a speedy resen- 
tence and execution. 
This 
folloAved 
at once, and with his broken leg the 
buck Avas led forAvard and shot. 


Colonel Zack Mulhall says that the 
Indians who Avere sentenced to death 
by hanging by the late Judge Parker, 
at Fort Smith, 
Avere never in tho 
slightest degree affected by the fact that 
they Avere about to die. 
The fearless 
manner in Avhich they Avent to the 
scaffold was proof of that. 
But they 
loathed the manner of death. 
They 
never felt a pride in going by the 
white man's strangulation route. 
To 
die by bullet or arroAV is an honorable 
ending. 
Yet many an Indian dangled 
at rope's end by order of Judge Par- 
ker, Avho Avill one clay be Avritten down 
as one of the greatest ministers for 
good that the Southwest has ever had. 
He sent scores of men to the galloAvs, 
but the very vigor of his method, 
sometimes cruel to all appearances, 
tended to prevent crime in that Avick- 
edest portion of the country. 


Probably no better proof of the 
Creek Indian's deA'otion to the tradi- 
tion of his people has ever been given 
than is furnished by an instance in 
Avhich some circumstance 
or other 
kei^t a sentenced buck aAvay from the 
e x e c u t i o n ground Avhen the time catne 
for shooting. 
The young felloAV Avas 
Avell liked in the tribe, and for that 
r e a s o n there Avas a great 
croAvd pres- 
ent to Avitness his execution—a deli- 
cate compliment to the condemned 
man. 
The hour arrived and the In- 
dian was not there. 
One minute past 
the time he rushed through the lines 
and took his i^lace, 
There Avas a low 
grunt of approval from the assembled 
host. 
Ritles cracked and the young 
man fell dead. 
One minute later a 


young girl rushed forAvard, and, 
throw* 
ing herself 
across tho b o d y of the 
dead mail, exclaimed that it Avas not 
the accused who had been shot, but 
his younger brother, 
Avho resembled 
him in many Avays. 
She Avas the be- 
trothed of tho dead man, and of 
course recognized him Avhere the oth- 
ers, under the loeculiar circumstances, 
did not. 
The younger brother, to 
jDreserve the honor of his people, and 
knoAving that the condemned man 
could not or Avould not keep his faith, 
had rushed to take the absent one's 
place. 
Later the other man AA'as duly 
executed, whether 
h o n o r a b l y or not 
cannot be told. 
This story is related 
by the Indians Avho do not as a rule 
speak on such subjects as death and 
justice and tradition.

Gold Avire is mentioned iu connec- 
tion Avith the decoration the sacerdotal 
robes of Aaron, it is true, yet the 
oldest pieces of Avire of 
Avhich tho 
Avorld has any knoAvledge,says Science 
Siftings, is a specimen made by the 
Ninevites some 800 years B. 0. 
Solid 
gold draAvn Avire is noAv practically 
unknoAvn iu the trade. HoAvever, gold 
Avire is made in the folloAving manner: 
Silver rods are Coated 
Avith gold iu 
IDroportion of 2 per cent, of gold to the 
Avright of silver so be manipulated. 
When the gilding is performed the rods 
are about 1 S-i inches in diameter by 
tAvo feet six inches long and Aveigh 
about 4:00 ounces each. 
The 
tAvo 
metals are then draAvn doAvn together, 
first through steel dies and 
afterAvard 
through drilled rubies or diamonds. 
The process of drilling the gems is 
kept a secret. 
A better idea of the 
minuteness of some of these borings 
may, hoAvever, be learned from the 
fact, that the holes cannot be dis- 
cerned by the naked eye, and only by 
the aid of a magnifying glass can one 
be convinced that they really exist. 


For the manufacture of silver and 
silver gilt Avires,the silver is sometimes 
bored out and internal copper rods in- 
serted, and they are then draAvn to- 
gether. 
"Wires as fine as a human 
hair, for example, .003 of an inch iu 
diameter, and even 
finer, 
can 
be 
gauged by instruments termed ^'mi- 
crometers." 
The scales for Aveighing 
the gold coin at the mint are so ex- 
quisitely fine they can detect the most 
minute particle added to either side of 
the balance. 
There are fine Avoveu 
Avire Avire gauzes and cloth, some of 
Avhich are madeAvith as many as 40,000 
meshes to the square inch. 


The more delicate classes of Avires 
find application in scientific 
instru- 
ments. 
So fine are these that it is 
diflicult to g e t them m e a s u r e d ; b u t the 
task has been accomplished, and plat- 
inum Avire has been draAvn to 1-7000 
of an inch, and to even greater fine- 
ness. Aluminum Avire has been draAvu 
as fine as 10,500 y a r d s to the ounce, a 
size too fine to be practically measured 
by a n y gauge or i n s t r u m e n t . 
While 
mentioning p r a c t i c a l examples of fine- 
draAvn Avires, it may be stated that 
iron has been attenuated so that OA'er 
tAvo and a half miles iu length 
only 
Aveighed one ounce. 
Again, 
tAventy- 
four grains of gold has been draAvn ou 
a silver Avire to a length of 120 miles.

The 
Abbotistcivn 
Fire^ 


As briefly announced last week, Ab- 
bottstown was visitedby a fire,Thursda3% 
that created great excitement, aud result- 
ed in the loss of two bai ns, belonging to 
W. W. Ilafer and Mrs. Wm. Bittinger. 


About 8 o'clock lire was discovered in 
the large frame stable of W. W. Hafer, 
at the rear of his handsome residence on 
Centre Square. 
The town was soon in a 
high state of excitement, and a bucket 
brigade was formed, which did effective 
work. 
The flames were also played upon 
by ]\rr. llafer'shose,hehaving a reservoir 
in the Pigeon Hills, and pipes conveying 
the water into the town. 
In spite of the 
hard work of the citizens, both men and 
women, the fire rapidly gained headwaj'-, 
and other frame barns behig adjacent, a 
destructive conflagration was threatened. 
Word was therefore sent to Hanover for 
assistance. 
Superintendent Scott, of the 
W.M. R. R., at once offered to furnish a 
special train, and at 9 4f5 the fire alarm 
was sounded. 
The flremen responded at 
once, and shortly after 10 o'clock, the spe- 
cial train, containingthe Hanover lire en- 
gine aud firemen, was on its way to Ab- 
bottstown, 
and in one hour after the 
sounding of the alarm, the Hanover fire- 
men were fighting flames at Abbottstown. 


When they arrived, the barn of Mr. 
Hafer and that of Mrs. Wm. Bittinger 
adjoining were in ashes, and the frame 
ice house of Mr. Hafer, near his home, 
was burning briskly. 
Several wells were 
soon exhausted by the steamer before the 
supply of water could be had, but before 
noon the fire Avas under control. 
Water 
was also obtained from a dammed up 
stream near by. 
At one time, there was 
no hope of saving the Hafer mansion or 
the well-kno-wn Kobler hotel property 
adjoining on the Square. 
Thu furniture 
was carried from these dwellings, some 
being placed in the Reformed church, 
across the Square, and some in the street. 


While the origin of the fire is not 
definitely kno^vn, it is supposed to have 
started in 
the 
hostler's room in the 
Hufer stable, from an overheated stove. 
Hafer's loss on buildings and contents, 
was about $4,/500i insurance $1200 
Cn 
Mrs. Bittinger's stable 5;300; fully insur- 
ed. 
Mrs. Kobler's barn was damaged to 
the amount of $200. 
The Hanover Fire 
Co., before they left Abbottstown were 
served with a bountiful dinner at Alt- 
land's hotel. 


The fire company was presented with a 
check for $50 by Mr. Hafer, for the time- 
ly service it rendered.

267 and-230,832 respectively, the Im- 
migration Kestriction league 
draws 
two conclusions: First, that immigra- 
tion -will increase again rapidly 
as 
business 
activity 
increases, 
and 
second, that the present time is op- 
portune for the amendment 
of the 
laws on this subject with the least 
hardshiji to immigrants.

ïetropium luridum, Linn., Avhich Avas 
not yet on the list of lead eaters, or 
rather lead destroyers. 
A cousin of 
this insect has been knoAvn to bo de- 
structive to lead chambers. 
There are, 
unfortunately, many insects and ani- 
mals devoid of that sense for the sacred 
rights of property which Ave exi?ect of 
everybody but ourselves.

Anglo-Egyptian 
expedition 
against the Mahdi is the successful 
sinking of Avells in the desert betAveeu 
Wady-Halfa and Abu-Hamed.

Tho Ink nHcUluH. 


An interesting discovery Avas recent- 
ly made at Leipzig,namely, the ink ba- 
cillus, as it has been name'd. 
It has 
often happened that dangerous blood 
poisoning has been caused by Avound-*^ 
ing one's self Avith an inky steel jjen. 
In Professor Jlarjjnian's bacteriologi- 
cal institute they have succeeded 
in 
liuding the micro-organism in 
ink 
Avhich excites the blood. 
It has been 
ascertained that many inks, particu- 
larly school inks, contain 
bacteria. 
Out of iifty-seven ilillerent kinds— 
most of them made Avith gall—the ma- 
jority contained bacteria. School inks 
colored 
Avith an aniline dye, even 
though the bottle had only just been 
opened, contained the micro-organisms 
already mentioned, and tho number- 
of bacilli was the greater the 
longer 
the ink had been exposed to the air,. 
From such an aniline ink, Avhich had 
been in an open inkstand for three 
months, a siiecilic bacillus Avas iso- 
lated and mice were inoculated with 
it. 
After four days they 
died of 
blood poisoning. 
The fact that gall- 
apple inks get covered with mold is a 
very old fact indeed—now the ink 
bacillus is knoAvn.

LIVELY SCENES ON THE 
ROAD TO 
THE KLONDIKE GOLD FIELDS.

A Valloy miod With Tont»-A Koiiffli 
Patli for tlio Kaicor Gold Seokers—Tho 
liittlo CHytiso More URPTUI Thau the 
Big: llorso—Acciilcnts On tho Trail. 
Leaving the river, the trail learls on 
for some two miles. 
Tents have been 
met -vvitli scattered along the "way, and 
one is never out of sight of men com- 
ing or going. 
Now suddenly a sight 
meets the eye. 
The space between 
the tree trunks has been cleared away, 
and the whole place is filled with tents 
on both sides of the trail, side by side, 
only a few feet apart, and extending 
back the width of the valley, which is 
here quite narrow. 
The men have sot 
up their stoves and hung out hundreds 
of pounds of bacon, and the air is 
laden with the savory smell of smok- 
ing meat and the camp fires; for it ia 
evening, and the men are returning 
from the trail. 
Weary horses are eat- 
ing hay and oats alongside tariJaulin- 
covered piles of goods. 


There are fifty or sixty tents in all, 
crowded together in a small space, and 
the roadway between is packed smooth 
hundreds of feet. 
There are more 
women here, and one is baking biscuit, 
and selling them hot for twenty-five 
cents a dozen. Every one "we talk with 
is cutting down Aveight. Once through 
the tents, the wagon road stops, and 
then what seems to be only a foot-trail 
makes a sudden turn to the left and 
boldly climbs up the steep mountain- 
side. 
We hitch our horses here and 
proceed on foot. 
This is the Hill,and 
the crowds of tents and men make the 
town at the ''foot of the Hill." 


To convey an idea of the Hill one 
must have recourse to illustration, and 
t can find none more apt than that 
used by one who has been over the 
¿rail: "Imagine a mountain of goods- 
boxes, some of them bigger than the 
rest—the size of tents," 
Imagine 
them piled in a rough mass, cover 
fchem with moss and black loam and 
trees, with rills of water trickling 
down among them. 
The goods-boxes 
are granite bowlders; their outer sur- 
faces protrude from the mass, hard 
and bare, but nature has covered the 
rest with rich vegetation. 
The path— 
if indeed it can be called one—twists 
and turns and worms its wav from 
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ledge to ledge and between the masses 
of bowlders. 
Here a tree has been 
cut down and we clamber over its 
stump. 
There a corduroy bridge lifts 
one over a brook. 
Men with stout 
I alpenstocks, and with j^acks painfully 
j struggle upAvard, stoi^ping now and 
again for rest. 
It has been compara- 
tively dry for a day, and the trail is 
said not to be so bad. 
Between the 
bowlders it has jDacked fairly -well, 
and but for its steei^ness, would be 
called a good jmth. 
We ascended a 
distance of several hundred feet—not 
quite to the summit, we are told. 
On 
.^very ledge and bench tents are set 
up or piles of sack, so near the path 
that one can reach out one's hand and 
touch them. 
Men in from the day's 
work are cooking or reclining beside 
their goods. 
Their rifles are in easy 
reach. 
Pilfering has been going on 
here too, and the men who are lying 
[/ by their goods will shoot at sight. 
A 
string of horses and mules is return- 
ing down the hill, and we see now the 
difference in horses. 
The lank, big, 
clumsy horse is in danger at every 
step! 
Ho comes to a drop-off lifts his 
head in air, tosses his fore feet ahead 
with a groan, and trusts to chance 
for his hind feet to find a footing. He 
strikes a sloping rock, flounders for a 
foothold, and down he goes sideways 
and rolls over. 
A string of several 
doz^n went j^ast, but none did actually 
fall. 
The little cayuse, however, or 
Indian pony, like the mules, looks 
where every foot is i>laced. 
One cay- 
use got out of the train and came to a 
pitch-off of ten or twelve feet; we 
looked to see it break its neck, but it 
simply put its head down, slid over 
the face of the bowlder, and landed 
/ ^iflquarely and lightly as a goat. 
An- 
other we just heard of went down a 
forty-foot bank, and was back on the 
trail working next day. 
We s.et out 
down the hill again. 
When we were 
near the botvom ^ye met a small train 
coming up in charge of two men. 


At the foot of the steei) ascent the 
train stopped, and one horse went 
ahead. 
When ho came up to a step- 
up of over two feet he got his fore 
feet up, gave a desperate lunge to 
get his hind parts uj), slipped, and 
fell, his whole weight and that of his 
load square on top of a sharp stump, 
where he floundered and kicked pitti- 
fully, but helpless. 
Wo helped out 
the load ofl^ rolled him over on his 
back off the stump, and heljjed him to 
his feet, and he got up -with scarcely 
a scratch, 
That was one fall, the first 
we had seen. 
We were told that fifty 
horses a day fell there. 
No one 
thought anything about it. 
The other 
horses were led up, one by onq, the 
men choosing each step for them, 
This seems to be the only way to do 
•with horses that are not, like goats, 
used to looking where a foot goes 
down. 
Moat of the falls come where 
two smooth surfaces of rock come to- 
gether in a notch, furnishing no foot- 
hold. 
If there is soft mud in the 
notch, and the sides are M^et and slip- 
pery, 
the horse goes down with a 
smash, and it is lucky if a broken leg 
does not reault,—Harper's Weekly. 
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A MYSTERIOUS ISLAND. 


It Al>pear8 ami DiRappoar« lîcs:«lnvly 
in a Micliij^aii Lake* 


Henri Leonard, a cottager at 
Orion lake, writes to the Detroit Jour- 
nal concerning the mysterious ''sink- 
ing island" in the lake there. 
Mr» 
Leonard says he has jjersonal knowl- 
edge of the island in question, which 
is about an acre in extent, and has 
watched its disapi>earance and reap- 
pearance with much interest. 
At the 
opening of the season at Orion this 
year tho island was about four feet 
under water. 
When Mr. Leonard left 
his cottage on September 
7th the 
island had begun to emerge from the 
water, and he says it Avill soon be dry 
enough to allow one to walk over it 
•with safety. 


The island appears to be of a spongy 
texture, and contains several stumps 
of trees, a foot or more in diameter. 
Mr. 
Leonard says no one has yet 
fathomed the mystery of the regular 
disappearance and reajopearance of the 
island, but he has a theory. 
It is 
that the tree stumps originally floated 
out together to the middle of the lake, 
taking with them some of the weeds, 
the vegetable growth of Orion lake 
being very rich and extensive. 
Thèse 
M'eeda, he thinks, have been gradually 
added to year by year, with the addi- 
tion of floating brush, until the island 
has approached its present 
size, and 
is firmly knit and bound together. 


The specific gravity of the mass nor- 
mally being a trifle heavier than water, 
it naturally sinks to the bottom. 
As 
the luch verdure of- the -weeds ap- 
Ijroaches maturity, however, and de- 
composition of them is aided by the 
increasing warmth of the water dur- 
ing the summer season, 
the gases 
arising from this decomposing state 
being retained in the plant cells, over- 
come the normal gravity of the island, 
and so the whole mass slowly emerges 
from the water. 
With the coming of 
cold weather, the vegetable growths 
being destroyed and decomposition 
checked, 
the mass again 
becomes 
heavier than water and gradually dis- 
appears. 
The water near the island is 
about thirty feet deep, so that the 
growth of vegetation cannot well be 
from the lake bottom, at least this is 
the opinion of those who have exam- 
ined the island at various stages of its 
submersion. 


Altogether it is a very interesting 
natural curiosity, and is well worth a 
trip to Orion by the curious. 
Just 
now the lake island will be at its maxi- 
mum height out of the water, and can ' 
be easily seen from the shore near the 
station. 
During its submersion stage 
it is perfectly safe to row over the 
island. 
It can be seen below the 
water's surface, but the stumps are so 
far below tho surface there is no dan- 
ger of a boat striking them. 
At its 
l^resent stage it would be possible to 
hold a picnic on the island providing 
the crowd was not too great.

often when the natural stipplies have 
been exhausted the factories are moved 
into proximity with fresh 
forests. 
This has been the case, for instance, 
with the factories producing axe, adze, 
pick, 
sledge, 
hatchet, and hammer 
handles. 
There are such factories in 
other parts of the country, but the 
four or five largest are now all located 
in Kentucky and Tennessee. 
One of 
these was originally in 
Connecticut, 
It moved thence to Maryland and 
thence to Kentucky, where it now is. 


For the handles of such implements 
as shovels rakes, and forks, ash will 
do, but for tools like axes and ham- 
mers, with which blows are struck, 
the handles must be of Avood that is 
tough and elastic. 
The best woods 
for these uses are hickory and oak. A 
very great majority of the handles 
used in these tools are of hickory. 
North America is the only subdivision 
of the earth in which hickory is found. 
There is good hickory in Canada, but 
they do not make there all the handles 
they use. 
They import many from 
the United States. 


There are Maine lumbermeu who 
prefer an oak axe handle. 
Home of 
the axe handles used in Maine are 
whittled out by hand. 
Oak takes up 
less moisture than hickory, and is not 
so cold to the touch in winter. 
A 
good oak handle is something certain- 
ly worth having. 


Stout as hickory is, if handles made 
of it are stored away and kept too 
long tbey are liable to be attacked by 
a worm that makes powder holes in 
the wood. A part of the wood that 
the worms do not attack 
is the heart; 
but this is the j^art least desirable in a 
handle. 
The injury thus done could 
be covered by painting the handles, 
but that would cost too much. 


Pormerly the hickory trees used in 
making these handles were chopped 
down; now they are sawed down, so 
as not to waste any of the wood in 
chips. 
The tree is then cut into 
lengths and properly seasoned. 
The 
logs are then split into the pieces from 
wlaich the handles are to be made. 
These pieces are called bolts. 
The 
bolts are sawed approximately to the 
shape of the handle to be finallvmade, 
and in this shape they are handle 
blocks. 
The handle block is turned 
to the shape of the handle in au irre- 
gular lathe, and it is then 
finished 
and iDolished. 


It might be supposed that an axe 
handle was just an axe handle; but be- 
sides the familiar axe so commonly 
used there are various other kinds; 
ice axes, for example, and ice axes 
themselves are further divided into 
various styles. There are various kinds 
of hatchets; lathers' hatchets, hunters' 
hatchets and so on. Of hatchet handles 
alone there are many sizes and styles. 
For these various tools, axe,adze, pick, 
sledge, hatchet and hammer, there are 
made, taking them altogether, handles 
in hundreds of different sizes and 
styles, to suit not only different tools, 
but different markets. 
The catalogue 
of one big concern engaged exclusively 
in the manufacture of such handles, 
and of hickory only, is a book of sev- 
eral liundred pages, with hundreds of 
illustrations, and printed in English, 
German, and Spanish. 


A great many American handles of 
this kind are exported, and they go 
pretty much everywhere all over the 
world.—New York Sun.

MYSTERY OF HOT WATER SPRINGS. 
Origin of Goysors Accounted for by a 
Kcloiitilic Ktudent. 


''Geysers, hot springs and hot flow- 
ing wells, the source 
of which has 
been so little understood, are myster- 
ies no more to science/' explained a 
scientific gentleman to a "Washington 
Star reporter, ''though they are as in- 
teresting a study as ever, and new 
facts are constantly being discovered 
about them, 
A pai}er read before the 
National Geograjihical 
society here 
last winter by Captain Frank 
W. 
Crosby of this city, and who is now in 
NorAvay making further investigations 
into the same subject, has furnished 
food for a great amount of conjecture 
among 
geologists 
throughout 
the 
world. 
He discovered on the island 
of Kephalonia, 
Greece, 
that 
the 
waters of the Mediterranean sea were 
constantly running inland and disap- 
pearing down into a series of cre- 
vasses under the sea. 
At one place 
the water went with such force that it 
ran a mill, known on the island as the 
sea mills. 
Every one 
knew that 
water would find its level, but it Avas 
supposed it would Qiop there and not 
seek a place under its level, 
which 
was supposed to be tho sea. 
There is 
a mystery, of course, as to where the 
water which has thus disai^peared for 
ages goes. 
It is supposed—that is, it 
is a theory, for as yet science has not 
explored under the bottom of 
the 
seas, though it will not be long be- 
fore this kind of explorations will be 
made—that the water runs along in a 
channel, j^ossibly hundreds and thou- 
sands of miles fu length, until 
it 
reaches a depth where the earth is jgo 
warm that the water is turned into 
oteam, and then is forced oyt and up 
into the sea or ou the laud lu 


now one. 
The wonderful 
thing in 
the matter is why it has not been 
filled up. 
The theory that this water 
supplies the geysers or hot sj^ringa is 
tho only one that explains the disap- 
pearance of the water under the sea, 
and its reappearance, or, at 
least, 
supposed reappearance,in other places 
as geysers or boiling springs. 
It is 
supposed there is a similar disappear- 
ance of water in many other lilaces in 
the Avorld,though none other has been 
as definitely reported." 


An Vnoxpectod Itosult. 


A peculiar and touching incident in 
real life has just come to light through 
au advertisement in the Chicago Eec- 
ord. 
Early in the year a lady Avell 
known for missionary 
and church 
work iu Indiana published a book in- 
tended to teach a better way of living. 
Several coiiieswere distributed among 
friends, one to a Dr. Baldwin, whose 
four-year-old boy, Russell, 
took a 
fancy to the book and wenf to bed 
holding it iu his hands, 
Ou the day 
following the most diligent search 
failed to reveal its -whereabouts, and 
it was never found. 


A few days ago the author was iu 
Amboy -with a letter that she had re- 
ceived from Chicago, 
The writer did 
not reveal his name or address, but 
went on to explain that he was a pro- 
fessional housebreaker, that he had 
been trained to it, and had never 
known any other life.

In April last he was in Am- 
boy as a street fakir. 
On entering

Mark Twain writes for the Novem- 
ber Century a tribute to his fellow- 
townsman, the late James Hammond 
Trumbull.

family, iu desperate need, sold a per- 
fect copy of Audubon's "Birds" to a 
commercially

scholar

America for a hundred dollars.

scholar complimented 
himself upon 
his shrewd stroke of business. 
That 
was Hammond Trumbull's style. 
Af- 
ter the war a lady in the far South 
wrote him that among the wreckage 
of her better days she had a book 
which some had told her Avas worth a 
hundred dollars, and had advised her 
to offer it to him; she added that she 
-was very poor, and that if he would 
buy it at that jn'ice, it would be a 
great favor to her.

was 
Eliot's 
Indian Bible. 
Trumbull 
answered 
that if it was a perfect copy it had an 
established market value, 
like a gold 
coin, and was worth a thoixsand dol- 
lars; that if she would send it to him 
he would examine it, and if it proved 
to be perfect he would sell it to the 
British Museum 
and forward 
the 
money to her. 
It did jn'ove to be 
perfect, and she got her thousand dol- 
lars without delay, and intact. 


l*]'eliistorlti Ttiutons. 


Mummified old Teutons of prehis- 
toric times have been discovered in 
the moorland of Schleswig-Holstein. 
The bodies are perfectly intact, al- 
though, of course, the tissue is dimin- 
ished in bulk. 
The first one of those 
prehistoric cadavers, in fact, found 
near Odde, was so little changed by 
the thousands of years it had lain 
underground that it was susiiected to 
be the corpse of a murdered peddler. 
The district physician,however, finally 
set those rumors at rest by pronounc- 
ing the remains those of an early 
Teuton forefather. 
True, as the skull 
and 
other evidences 
proved, 
that 
ancient worthy had been murdered, 
too, but, as the doctor shrewdly ob-

finding of these mummies has created 
a good deal of excitement in 
ethno- 
logical circles, since they are the first 
of the early prehistoric Germans come
